It  is  Proposed  by  a  Bill  which  has  been  introduced  to  the 
Indian  Legislative  Council  to  restrict  the  sale  of  cocaine 
throughout  India  to  chemists  and  druggists  and  medical  men. 
Hitherto  these  restrictions  applied  to  the  provinces  of  Bengal, 
Bombay,  and  Madras,  with  the  result  that  the  "  cocaine 
habit '"  elsew'here  in  India  has  spread  alarmingly  (p.  3891.

A  SCHEME  OF  HOME  STUDY. 

By  David  J.  Williams,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 
Botany  (contimwd). 

WHEN  collecting  typical  examples  of  each  natural  order 
and  each  part  of  the  subject,  it  will  be  a  distinct  advan- 
tage to  preserve  these  as  permanent  examples  of  past  work 
by  pressing  them  between  folds  of  blotting-paper  and 
mounting  them  on  stiff  cardboard.     Each  important  part 
should  be  named  and  attention  drawn  to  it  by  some  dis- 
tinctive means.    The  student  will  by  this  method  gradually 
Store  up  the  various  terms  used  in  botany  in  a  practical 
manner,  instead  of  attacking  the  subject  as  if  he  were 
attempting  to  learn  an  encyclopaedia  by  heart.  Morphology 
may  be  thus  conquered  without  the  difficulties  usually  ex- 
perienced by  those  who  simply  take  the  text-book  and 
attempt  to  imagine  all  that  is  said  in  it.    The  greater  part 
■of  botany  may  therefore  be  mastered  during  the  summer 
isnonths.    Once  again  it  may  be  shown  how  the  stray  half- 
Khour  (if  it  may  be  so  termed)  may  be  utilised.    In  going 
'to  the  cricket-match  the  athletic  student  may  always  find 
;,  something  to  arrest  his  attention  and  afford  a  study  in 
elementary  botany.    A  botanical  note-book  should  be  kept, 
such  as  that  of  Holmes,  so  as  to  record  the  observations 
!made  in  a  systematic  manner.    A  plant  is  a  living  object, 
•and  as  one  studies  the  importance  of  the  lungs,  heart,  and 
•their  functions  in  animal  physiology,  so  the  important 
mparts  played  by  the  green  surface  of  the  plants,  the  roots, 
■and  the  leaves  should  receive  attention — that  is  to  say,  the 
iprocesses  of  transpiration,  respiration,  and  assimilation 
ishould  be  mastered. 

During  the  winter  months,  and  also  at  intervals  during 
the  summer,  microscopical  botany  should  be  attacked.  Of 
course,  if  the  student  is  attending  a  school  lecture,  he  will 
be  instructed  in  the  use  of  this  important  instrument,  but 
:,!the  home  student  should  endeavour  to  possess  a  micro- 
.:iScope  of  some  sort  or  other.  There  are  many  firms  now 
wwho  make  cheap  and  suitable  microscopes  for  students, 
■while  it  is  not  unfrequent  that  a  second-hand  one  may  be 
^  obtained  which  may  often  be  of  superior  make.  Histology 
is  a  part  which  occupies  no  mean  share  of  the  examination 
-in  botany,  whether  it  be  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
vBociety  or  otherwise.  The  student  should  endeavour  to 
anaster  the  details  of  dicotyledon  and  monocotyledon  stem 
.and  root  structures.  Thoroughness  in  the  study  of  the 
•elements  of  these  is  essential,  and  it  is  only  by  this  means 
that  true  ideas  of  internal  structures  can  be  obtained. 
Therefore,  to  summarise,  it  may  be  stated  that  while  there 
is  a  considerable  ground  in  botany  to  be  covered  for  the 
Minor  examination,  for  which  a  fair  amount  of  reading 
is  necessary,  it  is  at  the  same  time  extremely  important  to 
take  up  the  practical  side  of  the  subject.  This  is  the  only 
way  truly  to  learn. 

The  most  suitable  text-books  are  those  of  Oliver,  Green, 
and  Lowson.  Professor  Bower's  "  Practical  Botany  "  is  also 
a  useful  adjunct.  A  certificate  in  the  elementary  stage 
of  botany  in  South  Kensington  will  give  the  student  a 
good  send-off.  It  will  have  been  already  noted,  according 
to  the  introductory  article,  that  the  lion's  share  of  study-time 
is  taken  up  by  chemistry  and  -botany  during  the  first  two 
years  of  the  student's  career.  This  is  deemed  necessary 
because  these  subjects  seem  to  form  the  basis  for  the  theory 
of  pharmacy  generally.  They  are  at  the  same  time  of  great 
importance  in  the  general  education  of  all  scientists.

Brevities. 

A  slight  change  has  been  made  in  the  wording  of  the 
stamped-medicine  licence.  Instead  of  a  licence  to  sell  "at 
the  said  premises,"  the  licence  is  to  sell  "  at  a  house  situate 
at." 

The  Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association's  second  and  last 
picnic  this  summer  will  take  place  at  Minehead  on  Wednes- 
day, September  12.  Tea  will  be  served  at  the  WelliBgton 
Hotel  at  five  o'clock. 

Stanley  Martin  (19),  who  was  drowned  at  St.  Davids, 
Pembrokeshire,  on  August  29  (see  C.  <&  D.,  September  1, 
p.  361),  was  an  apprentice  with  Mr.  Albert  David,  chemist 
and  druggist,  St.  Davids. 

Business  premises  adjoining  those  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Barritt, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  1  High  Street,  Colchester,  col- 
lapsed on  August  28,  and  the  sudden  strain  caused  the  upper 
walls  of  Mr.  Barritt's  premises  to  crack. 

Dr.  W.  J.  Forbes,  medical  officer  for  Knaresborough,  has 
startled  Yorkshire  by  stating  that  preservatives  in  food  are 
one  of  the  principal  causes  of  appendicitis,  and  that 
accounts  for  the  increased  deaths  from  Bright's  disease. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Hoxton  on  September  1,  on  the 
body  of  a  four-year-old  girl,  named  Gilley,  the  mother 
stated  that  she  found  the  child  vomiting  and  gave  her  an 
"electric  sugar  powder."  The  child  died  subsequently  in 
the  Metropolitan  Hospital,  the  medical  testimony  being 
that  death  was  due  to  peritonitis,  set  up  by  middle-ear 
disease. 

At  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  August  31,  Edward  Knight 
was  charged  with  throwing  two  stones  at  a  window  in  the 
show-room  of  the  National  Cash  Register  Co.'s  premises 
in  Tottenham  Court  Road.  One  of  the  stones  smashed  the 
window,  which  was  12  ft.  by  8  ft.,  doing  damage  to  the 
extent  of  between  251.  and  30/.  Prisoner  was  committed 
for  trial. 

Frederick  Jordan  (20)  and  Thomas  Barrow  (16),  who 
were  remanded  on  bail  at  the  Liverpool  Police  Court  on 
August  27,  charged  with  stealing  sundries  from  Messrs. 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  Hanover  Street,  Liver- 
pool, were  brought  up  again  on  August  31,  and  fined  20.S.  and 
costs  and  10.S.  and  costs,  respectively. — Frank  Stockton  (21), 
another  youth  then  charged,  was  fined  20s.  and  costs  on 
each  of  two  charges.  All  three  youths  were  also  bound 
over. 

The  Mauve  Jubilee  in  U.S.A. 

Sir  William  Perkin,  F.R.S.,  accompanied  by  Lady  Perkin 
and  his  daughters,  sail  by  the  Umhr'ia  for  New  York  on 
September  22,  to  attend  the  celebration  there  of  the  semi- 
centenary  of  the  coal-tar  dye  industry.  On  October  6  a 
banquet  and  symposium  are  to  be  held,  when  Sir  William 
Perkin  will  receive  a  personal  token.  It  will  be  remembered 
that  American  chemists  also  decided  last  May  to  found  a 
Perkin  medal,  to  be  awarded  annually  to  an  American 
chemist  for  distinguished  work  in  applied  chemistry,  and 
to  establish  a  nucleus  of  a  fund  at  the  Chemists'  Club  in 
New  York  of  a  reference  and  circulating  library,  covering 
the  entire  field  of  theoretical  and  applied  chemistry,  which 
is  to  be  in  charge  of  a  salaried  librarian  and  to  contain  dupli- 
cate sets,  one  of  them  to  be  used  for  circulation  among 
American  chemists.  These  various  schemes  will  constitute 
America's  memorial  of  Sir  William  Parkin's  discovery,  and 
we  learn  that  influential  support  has  been  given  to  the  fund, 
which  includes  $50,000  for  the  library  alone. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

The  chemists  of  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  coast  towns  are 
rejoicing  at  the  recent  spell  of  tropical  heat,  which  they 
anticipate  will  materially  lengthen  their  season. 

Mr.  J.  de  Carle  Smith,  chemist,  was  one  of  the  six 
Norwich  City  Councillors  opposing  an  equal  number  of 
Corporation  officials  at  bowls  last  week.  Mr.  Smith's  block 
was  victorious. 

A  bullock  got  out  of  control  at  Lynn  on  market-day  last 
week,  and,  after  knocking  down  a  little  girl,  paid  a  visit  of 
inspection  to  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Miles,  J. P.  Re-

without  causing  any  appreciable  damage.

Pircs. 

A  slight  fire  occurred  on  August  27  in  the  cellar  beneath 
the  shop  of  Mr.  R.  Knowles,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  the 
Crescent,  Morecambe,  through  some  unknown  cause.  Some 
of  the  stock  stored  in  the  basement  was  damaged. 

A  serious  fire  occurred  on  August  30  at  the  premises 
of  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  Priory  Street,  Ware. 
The  conflagration  originated  in  some  large  stores,  and  the 
flames  reached  the  dynamo-building,  some  valuable 
machinery  being  destroved.  The  damage  is  estimated  at 
about  5,000?. 

A  Surgeon's  Suicide. 
At  Westminster  on  August  31,  Mr.  Troutbeck  held  an 
inquest  on  the  body  of  Thomas  Edward  Leadbeater, 
M.R.C.S.  (49),  who  committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself 
at  the  George  Hotel,  Strand.— Mr.  Sidney  Herbert  Lead- 
beater, chemist  and  druggist.  North  Cray" Road,  Bexley,  a 
brother,  said  deceased  left  Hong-Kong  to  come  to  England 
in  June,  arriving  in  London  a  fortnight  ago.  He  had  since 
been  living  at  a  temperance  hotel  at  London  Bridge. 
Deceased  had  been  suffering  from  mental  depression. 
Physically,  his  brother  was  very  well,  and  he  had  never 


threatened  his  life.  He  had  family  worries,  however. — 
Further  evidence  having  been  given,  the  jury  found  a 
verdict  of  suicide  during  temporary  insanity. 

Manchester  Notes. 
Manchester  chemists  who  attended  the  Birmingham 
meeting  of  the  B.P.C.,  and  who  have  now  settled  down  to 
work  again,  speak  very  highly  of  the  arrangements  there, 
and  realise  that  much  hard  work  will  be  necessary  to  make 
next  year's  meeting  equally  successful. 

The  attempt  to  reintroduce  sherry  as  a  light  dinner-wine 
has  given  rise  to  some  interesting  "pars"  in  the  "Man- 
chester Guardian."  Sherry  having  been  stated  to  be  the 
only  wine  official  in  the  B.P.,  a  correspondent  sent  a  re- 
minder that  orange- wine  is  also  a  B.P.  article,  but  an 
importer  of  sherry  supports  the  former  statement.  It  is 
true,  he  writes,  that  orange-wine  is  used,  but  orange-wine, 
is  sherry — that  is  to  say,  it  is  the  sherry  must  fermented: 
with  the  skins  of  oranges  in  the  vat  or  cask.  It  is  recalled; 
that  Frith  in  his  "  Reminiscences  "  (1887)  says  that  he  sold., 
his  well-known  picture  "  Sherry,  Sir?  "  to  Jacob  Bell,  who 
parted  with  it  to  a  well-known  publisher. 

A  Dentist  Objects  to  Registration. 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Derby  on  September  1,  on  the 
body  of  a  woman  who  died  at  the  Derbyshire  Royal 
Infirmary  while  under  an  anaesthetic  for  tooth-extraction, 
Mr.  Becket,  who  made  the  extraction,  said  he  was  qualified 
by  a  London  diploma  as  a  dental  surgeon,  but  was  not 
registered  according  to  Act  of  Parliament,  as  he  had  a 
conscientious  objection  to  registration.  His  reason  for  this 
was  that  there  was  no  security  under  the  Act.  An/ 
unqualified  man  could  start  business  next  door  to  one 
fully  qualified  and,  calling  himself  an  artificial-tooth  manu- 
facturer, practise  as  a  dental  surgeon.  He  did  not  intend 
to  register  until  the  Act  was  altered,  and  there  were 
hundreds  of  qualified  men  with  him.  The  Coroner  said 
the  dentist  had  violated  the  Act  of  Parliament  by  practis- 
ing without  being  duly  registered,  and  was  liable  to  a  fine, 
of  20?.,  and  it  would  be  his  duty  to  report  the  matter.

Miss  Fanny  Type,  dispenser  at  the  Sutton  Coldfield  Dis- 
pensary, was  married  on  September  4  to  Mr.  Suffield,  of 
Moseley.  The  bride  was  attended  by  five  bridesmaids. 
The  honeymoon  is  being  spent  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  Mrs. 
Suffield  will  continue  her  work  at  the  institution,  where- 
she  has  been  for  the  past  six  years. 

Property-jobbers  are  very  sweet  on  "good  opening  for 
chemist."  In  the  "Post"  of  Saturday  no  fewer  tharti 
six  references  were  made  to  this  stock  phrase  in  describing, 
business  premises  in  Corporation  Street,  King's  Heath, 
and  several  other  suburban  districts  of  Birmingham. 
King's  Heath  is  certainly  not  in  need  of  additions. 

Spontaneous  combustion,  the  result  of  the  abnormal  heat, 
was  responsible  for  a  slight  fire  at  the  Bull  Street  premises 
of  Messrs.  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay,  Ltd.,  on  Sunday.  Smoke 
was  seen  coming  from  one  of  the  windows,  and  a  member 
of  the  fire-brigade,  who  was  sent  to  investigate,  discovered 
that  the  contents  of  a  tin  box  in  the  printing  department, 
consisting  of  cotton  waste,  were  smouldering.  It  was  a 
timely  discovery. 

No.  570  Moseley  Road,  Birmingham,  at  present  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  Arthur  Blackburn,  chemist,  who  holds  it 
upon  lease  for  a  term  of  eleven  years  unexpired,  has  been 
continuously  occupied  as  a  chemist's  shop  for  the  last 
twenty-five  years,  and  is  to  be  sold  by  auction  on  Sep- 
tember 20.  It  was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  C.  J. 
Crooke,  who  afterwards  joined  the  firm  of  Crooke  & 
Taylor,  since  dissolved. 

The  case  of  cream-of-tartar  adulteration  at  Hanley  seems 
on  all-fours  with  one  which  occurred  some  time  ago  in  a 
Midland  town,  where  a  firm  of  soda-water  makers  had  been 
using  citric  acid  which  was  said  to  be  of  full  strength.  As 
the  products  went  wrong  in  a  serious  manner,  the  stuff 
was  overhauled  and  found  to  be  a  mixture  of  citric  acid 
(very  little),  tartaric  acid  (not  much  more),  and  an  abund- 
ance of  bisulphate  of  potash.  On  calling  the  wholesaler's 
attention  to  the  matter  an  error  was  acknowledged.  When 
the  day  of  reckoning  came,  and  damages  were  claimed,  it 
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was  discovered  that  the  manufacturer  had  gone  into  liquida- 
tion, and  no  satisfaction  was  obtained. 

Effervescence  Causes  Death. 
At  Gledhow  Grange,  Roundhay,  on  September  4,  the 
Leeds  City  Coroner  (Mr.  J.  C.  Malcolm)  held  an  inquiry  as 
to  the  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  Currer  Briggs  (51),  ex-Lord 
Mayor  of  Leeds,  and  colliery  proprietor  and  mining  expert. 
Mr.  Briggs,  after  being  given  a  hot  effervescing  saline 
draught,  fell  to  the  floor  speechless  and  died.  Although  a 
medical  certificate  as  to  the  cause  of  his  death — namely,  heart 
failure — was  given  by  the  Coroner  on  the  authority  of  the 
doctor  who  attended  him,  there  were  some  unpleasant 
rumours  to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Briggs  might  have  poisoned 
himself.  The  Coroner  said  the  family  had  expressed  a  wish 
for  a  judicial  confirmation  of  the  death-certificate  ;  and  the 
inquiry  was  held  so  that  the  rumours  might  be  refuted. 
Dr,  Ward,  of  Leeds,  said  for  two  years  Mr.  Briggs  had 
been  _  suffering  from  aortic  disease,  from  which  might  be 
anticipated  sudden  death.  Mr.  Briggs  was  in  the  habit 
of  taking  tabloids  which,  when  dissolved  in  hot  water,  pro- 
duced a  violent  effervescence.  The  witness  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  sudden  distention  of  the  stomach  caused  by 
the  draught  had  produced  sudden  embarrassment  of  the 
heart.  Mr.  Briggs  died  so  instantaneously  that  no  one 
could  have  assisted  him.  There  was  no  indication  of  his 
having  taken  anything  but  the  draught.  Dr.  John  Mason, 
of  Windermere,  said  Mr.  Briggs's  heart  was  gravely  dis- 
organised, and  Dr.  Alexander  Mackenzie  said  that  during 
the  last  two-and-a-half  years  he  had  expected  Mr.  Briggs 
might  expire  suddenly  at  any  moment.  The  jury  ex- 
pressed themselves  quite  satisfied  that  death  was  due  to 
natural  causes,  and  they  accordingly  confirmed  the  medical 
■certificate.

Unrsturned  Empties. 
To  the  Cavan  Board  of  Guardians  Messrs.  Hunt  &  Co., 
•of  Dublin,  have  written  a  letter  asking  for  settlement  of  an 
account  for  71.  0«.  9d.  for  unreturned  empties,  this  firm 
having  ceased  to  be  medicine-contractors  to  the  Union  a 
year  and  a  half  ago.  The  Guardians  discussed  the  claim, 
and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  doctors  ought  to  be  held 
responsible  for  not  returning  the  empties.  They,  however, 
decided  to  ask  the  L.G.B.  who  should  be  held  responsible  in 
the  matter. 

Drugs  and  Milk. 

Mr.  Doyle,  a  member  of  the  South  Dublin  Board  of 
Guardians,  complained  at  the  meeting  last  week  that  the 
drug-contractors  are  not  harassed  by  the  Board.  His  reason 
for  the  complaint  is  that  Sir  Charles  Cameron  had  reported 
that  out  of  thirty-six  samples  of  the  drugs  he  had  examined 
nine  were  defective,  while  all  the  samples  of  milk  (406)  were 
pure.  Mr.  Doyle  thought  that  the  drug-contractors  are 
doing  more  harm  than  the  milk-contractors,  but  the  Board 
apparently  did  not  think  so,  for  they  took  no  action. 

Clisnusl's  Complaint. 
At  the  close  of  an  inquest  in  Belfast  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 1,  on  the  body  of  a  man  recovered  from  the  river, 
Mr.  William  Haslett,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ornieau  Road, 
who  was  on  the  jury,  complained  that  he  had  been  called  as 
a  juror  three  times  within  the  past  three  months.  He 
thought  this  unfair,  and  especially  that  he  should  be  sum- 
moned on  a  busy  day.— The  police  officer  in  attendance  said 
he  would  do  the  best  he  could  for  the  future,  which  may 
bring  Mr.  Haslett  along  again. 

Belfast  Technical  Institute. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Corporation  on  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 3,  the  equipment  of  the  Chemistry  Department  of 
the  new  Municipal  Technical  Institute  was  considered. 
The  head  of  the  department  had  submitted  lists  of  the 
requirements — viz.,  reagent-bottles,  75/.  ;  laboratory-bench 
fittings,  164/. ;  rubber  tubing  and  small  apparatus,  AOL  ; 
chemical  balances,  68/.  17s.  8c/.  ;  and  chemicals,  74/.  2s.  4f/. 
These  were  approved,  and  the  question  of  books  was  held 
over.  The  Principal  was  instructed  to  ask  Professor 
Travers,  of  Bristol,  his  fee  for  examining  the  list  of  ap- 
paratus and  advising  the  committee  as  to  its  suitability  or 
otherwise.

Business  Change. 

The  co-partnership  of  Messrs.  Shearer  &  Mackenzie, 
carrying  on  business  at  the  Cash  Drug-stores,  104  Shore 
Street,  Gourock,  of  which  Solomon  Shearer  and  James 
Mackenzie  were  sole  partners,  was  dissolved  on  August  27. 
Mr.  Shearer  will  carry  on  the  busmess  in  bis  own  name,  and 
will  pay  the  debts  of  the  dissolved  firm. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  people  seem  very  active  just  now 
in  Glasgow,  writes  a  correspondent.  They  are  taking 
samples  of, liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada,  but  I  have 
not  heard  of  any  action  being  taken. 

The  firm  of  Bell  &  Butler,  manufacturing  chemists,  41  and 
43  Buchanan  Street,  Glasgow,  of  which  Mr.  Robert  Rushton 
Bell  and  Mr.  Alexander  Campbell  Butler  were  sole  partners, 
was  dissolved  on  August  31  by  the  retiral  of  Mr.  Bell.  The 
business  will  be  continued  by  Mr.  Butler,  who  will  discharge 
all  liabilities  of  the  firm. 


THREE  of  the  fifteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  week  were  misadventures.  William 
Gay,  a  Liverpool  constable,  while  riding  home  on  a  tramcar 
broke  a  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  in  his  pocket.  The  acid  ran 
down  his  leg  and  inflicted  such  injuries  that  he  died  in 
hospital  as  a  result. — John  Hanson  Ormerod  (43),  of  Brig- 
house,  who  had  contracted  the  morphine-habit  in  China, 
took  an  overdose  on  September  2  and  died.  Medical  evi- 
dence was  given  at  the  inquest  to  the  effect  that  deceased 
had  taken  576  grains  of  morphine  hydrochloride  during 
the  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  his  death.  In  summing  up, 
the  Coroner  (Mr.  E.  H.  Hill)  said,  with  respect  to  the  firm 
or  firms  who  had  supplied  the  drug,  the  matter  was  best 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  police  for  them  to  see  if  anything 
could  be  done  under  the  Poisons  Act. — At  Belfast,  Joseph 
McAllister,  six  months  old,  was  given  5  drops  of 
laudanum  in  some  castor  oil  by  his  mother,  and  his  death 
was  accelerated  by  the  poison. — Suicides  with  laudanum 
occurred  at  Chiswick,  where  it  was  taken  by  a  shoemaker 
named  Watson,  and  at  York,  where  a  cigar-merchant  named 
Haigh  poisoned  himself. — Oxalic  acid  was  taken  with  sui- 
cidal purpose  by  Alfred  West,  a  Birmingham  motor-car 
builder  ;  by  Tilly  Nietzel,  a  Stepney  tailoress  ;  and  by  Olive 
Blandford,  wife  of  a  Corporation  employe  at  Longton. 
Mrs.  Blandford  purchased  the  oxalic  acid  from  Mr.  Arthur 
William  Sant,  chemist  and  druggist,  saying  it  was  for 
cleaning-purposes.  Mr.  Sant  explained  to  the  Coroner 
that  oxalic  acid  is  in  the  second  part  of  the  schedule,  and, 
therefore,  it  was  not  necessary  to  obtain  the  name  of  the 
purchaser.  The  Coroner  could  not  understand  why  such  a 
deadly  poison  had  been  placed  in  Part  2,  and  Mr.  Sant  said 
he  supposed  it  was  owing  to  the  large  commercial  demand 
for  oxalic  acid. — Martha  Twyford  (53),  of  Newcastle,  com- 
mitted suicide  with  carbolic  acid. — Charles  Hibbert  (35),  a 
gardener,  was  found  dead  on  a  piece  of  waste  ground  at 
Crosspool  and  an  empty  bottle  near  the  body  which  had 
contained  a  poisonous  liquid  for  the  destruction  of  insects 
by  fumigation. — A  Brighton  doctor  was  poisoned  in  a 
London  hotel  by  injecting  an  overdose  of  morphine. — James 
Fitzsimmons,  a  Dublin  labourer,  died  as  a  result  of  taking 
rat-poison. — At  Monmouth,  Christopher  George  Charles- 
worth,  a  sergeant  in  the  Royal  Engineers,  drank  a  quantity 
of  potassium-cyanide  solution  and  died. — Dr.  Robert  Eve- 
rett Duke,  of  Berry  Brow,  Huddersfield,  committed  suicide 
in  his  surgery.  He  was  found  dead  with  a  cloth  over  his 
mouth  which  had  been  saturated  with  chloroform,  and  an 
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empty  glass  which  had  contained  prussic  acid  was  by  his 
side. — The  only  unscheduled  poison  taken  was  salt  of  lemon, 
a  solution  of  which  Ellen  Morgan,  of  Upton  Park,  drank 
with  fatal  effect. — In  a  case  of  attempted  suicide  heard 
before  the  Kingston-on-Thames  Magistrates  on  September  3, 
a  chemist  told  the  Bench  that  he  had  the  legal  power  to  sell 
a  quart  of  laudanum  if  asked  for  it,  but  that  was  never  done, 
as  chemists  exercised  discretion  with  their  customers. — At 
Southport,  on  August  30,  a  French  polisher,  charged  with 
attempting  suicide  with  laudanum,  said  he  had  scratched 
the  label  off  the  laudanum-bottle,  so  that  he  might  not  get 
the  chemist  that  sold  it  into  trouble.

To  Purify  Drinking-water,  M.  Lambert  proposes  to 
add  6  cgms.  of  permanganate  of  potash  to  each  litre.  This 
should  be  left  ten  minutes,  after  which  10  cgms.  of  man- 
ganous  sulphate  should  be  added.  This  precipitates  all 
germs  and  impurities  to  the  bottom  of  the  vessel.  Carefully 
decanted  this  will  give  "water  not  containing  a  single 
microbe,  limpid,  colourless,  of  pleasant  taste,  and  even  richer 
in  oxygen  than  ordinary  water." 

Students'  International  Congress. — The  proceedings 
at  the  meeting  in  Marseilles  were  of  as  stormy  a  nature  as 
might  be  expected  from  the  average  age  of  the  "  assistants." 
When  the  French  delegations  met  to  fom  a  National  Federa- 
tion, the  point  was  raised  as  to  whether  the  voting  should  be 
proportionate  {i.e.,  by  number  of  students)  or  individual  (by 
university).  Naturally,  the  provincial  universities  favoured 
the  latter  idea.  M.  Campinchi  protested  in  the  name  of 
Paris,  and  M.  Odent,  delegate  of  the  Amicable  Association 
of  Pharmacy  Students,  supported  him.  As  the  Congress 
refused  to  ratify  their  protest,  they  retired  from  the 
meeting. 

The  Cure  of  Tuberculosis. — In  the  course  of  an  inter- 
view on  the  question  of  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis.  Dr. 
Maragliano,  of  Genoa  (who  has  been  taking  part  in  the  Con- 
gress of  the  Association  Fran;aise  pour  I'Avancement  des 
Sciences  at  Lyons),  maintains  that  his  researches  concerning 
a  serum  for  the  cure  of  tuberculosis  were  commenced  a  con- 
siderable time  before  those  of  Professor  Behring,  The 
Italian  scientist  is  under  the  impression  that  his  researches 
are  also  much  further  advanced  than  those  of  his  German 
confrere.  During  the  past  five  years.  Dr.  Maragliano  says, 
more  than  500  patients  have  been  treated  by  his  serum, 
and,  while  the  condition  of  the  majority  has  been  greatly 
improved,  at  least  121  may  be  considered  as  completely  cured. 

The  First  "Closing  Sunday"  passed  off  quietly 
throughout  France,  in  spite  of  the  numerous  threats  and 
criticisms.  The  "  Temps  "  published  some  humorous  antici- 
pations— a  sort  of  "  Diary  of  a  Besieged  Resident" — in  the 
following  style  : 

"  1  P.M.  Restaurants  sacked. 

"3.30.  Chemists  still  open.  Many  people  swallow  tonics ; 
several  poisoned  in  consequence.  Baron  de  C.'s  lunch  cost 
him  1,200  francs:  ho  shot  and  ate  his  champion  retriever," 
etc. 

Of  course  the  numerous  exceptions  made  in  the  Act  in  favour 
of  alimentary  and  other  trades  will  render  any  serious  in- 
convenience improbable,  but  it  may  possibly  "take  a  little 
time  for  the  inveterate  Sunday  shoppers  to  fix  the  new 
arrangements  in  their  minds  and  arrange  accordingly.  At 
Tourcoing,  on  the  Belgian  frontier,  the  pharmacists  have 
just  arranged  to  close  at  11  a.m.  on  Sundays  and  holidays, 
but  one  pharmacy  is  to  remain  open  every  Sunday,  the 
address  of  which  will  be  advertised  in  the  papers.  Although 
pharmacists  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  trades  in 
which  Sunday  closing  is  insisted  upon,  the  Act,  as  tending  to 
accustom  the  French  to  the  fact  of  finding  shops  closed  on 
Sundays,  cannot  but  aid  any  individual  or  corporate  deci- 
sions of  this  character.

Contravening  the  Ordinance. — At  Singapore  Police 
Court  on  August  8,  two  Chinamen  were  charged  with 
administering  morphine  by  injecting  and  with  being  in  pos- 
session of  the  drug. — The  police  evidence  was  that  the 
accused  were  professional  morphine-injectors,  who  inject  the 
drug  for  a  fee  to  those  addicted  to  the  habit. — Mr.  Brooks, 
assistant  Government  analyst,  said  the  e.xhibits  brought  to 
him  included  nine  packets  of  morphine  hydrochloride  in 
quantities  varying  from  |  grain  to  8  grains — in  all  28  grains  ; 
a  packet  containing  about  25  grains  of  cinchonine  hydro- 
chloride ;  a  bottle  which  had  contained  437  grains  of  cocaine 
hydrochloride,  but  which  only  contained  water;  a  hypo- 
dermic syringe  and  four  mixing-cups,  all  showing  traces  of 
having  been  used  to  mi.x  morphine.  The  accused  denied 
the  oftence,  but  one  of  them  was  convicted  and  fined  $200, 
or  two  months  in  gaol. 

Chinese  Camphor-monopoly. — The  Camphor-monopoly 
Bureau  of  the  Chinese  Government  is,  according  to  native 
merchants  of  Foochow,  a  "  squeeze-pidgin.  '  The  native 
camphor-merchants  state  that  the  Bureau  issues  pennits  to 
native  merchants,  empowering  them  to  produce  camphor  iiv 
the  interior  and  also  to  bring  their  goods  to  the  Treaty  port 
for  shipment,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  a  certain 
sum  of  money.  Merchants  bringing  camphor  without 
permits  are  detained  at  the  first  Bureau  station,  and,  with 
their  goods,  are  only  allowed  to  proceed  on  payment  of 
6  tls.  per  picul.  H.M.  Consul  (Mr.  G.  M.  H.  Playfair)  has 
issued  the  following  notification  : 

The   undersigned    has  been    assured   by   the  Chinese 
authorities  that  the  recent  seizures  and  other  difficulties  con- 
nected with  the  conveyance  ,of  camphor  from  the  interior 
have  been  entirely  caused  by  uncertainty  as  to  ownership. 
British  merchants  are  recommended  either  to  take  out 
transit  passes  for  their  consignments  of  camphor  or  to  pro- 
vide their  employes  with  unequivocal  proofs  that  the  goods 
under  conveyance  are  the  property  of  a  British  firm. 
Cocaine  in  India. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Indian  Legisla- 
tive Council  held  at  Simla  on  August  10  (Lord  Minto  pre- 
siding), the  Hon.  Mr.  Baker  introduced  a  Bill  to  amend  the 
Excise  Act  for  1896  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  August  18,  p.  293),  and  in 
so  doing  said  : 

This  Bill  is  to  give  power  to  the  Local  Governments  of  the 
Provinces  to  which  the  Act  applies  to  control  the  trade  in 
cocaine.    During  the  last  few  years  we  have  received  evidence 
tliat  the  consumption  of  this  drug  in  various  parts  of  India  is 
spreading  to  an  extent  far  beyond  what  can  be  ascribed  to 
legitimate  medicinal  purposes.    Thus,   while  the  Bombay 
Government  have  reported  that  a  large  firm  of  chemists  in 
Bombay  only  sell  about  six  ounces  of  cocaine  annually  for 
purely  meclicinal  purposes,  we  have  lately  had  inforniation 
of  single  consignments  of  hundreds  of  ounces  supplied  to 
chemists  and  others  in  various  places  in  the  Punjab.  The 
Local  Government  of  the  latter  Province  reported  that  the 
spread  of  the  cocaine  habit,  especially  in  the  larger  cities, 
"  constitutes  a  most  serious  danger,   to  avert  vhich  bcth 
European  and  native  opinion  agree  that  prompt  action  should 
bo  taken."    Thus  procured,  it  appears  to  be  used  largely  as  a 
stimulant  and  an  intoxicant,  and  occasionally  as  an  aphro- 
disiac. .  .  .  Our  object  is  therefore  to  enable  cocaine  to  be 
dealt  with  as  an  "  intoxicating  drug  "  within  the  purview  of 
the  Excise  law,  and  thus  to  enable  the  strict  control  which  that 
law  allows  in  respect  of  persons  licensed  to  sell  it.  and  in 
regard  to  the  amount  which  buyers  may  possess.    Now,  the 
wording  of  the  Excise  Acts  of  Madras,  Bombay,  and  Bengal 
has  already  enabled  this  action  to  be  taken.    Cocaine  has  been 
notified  as  an  "intoxicating  drug"  within  one  or  other  of 
these  Acts,  since  1900  in  Bengal,  since  1903  in  Bombay,  and 
since  1905  in  Madras,  and  its  sale  has  been  confined  in  those 
Provinces  to  approved  chemists  and  druggists  or  medical 
practitioners  with  the  intention  that  they  shall  supply  it  only 
for  medical  purposes.    It  is  now  most  desirable  that  similar 
action  should  be  taken  under  the  Indian  Excise  Act  (12  of  1896) 
which  applies  to  the  rest  of  India.    Unfortunately,  while  this 
Act  gives  full  powers  of  control  in  respect  to  "  intoxicating 
drugs,"  these,  as  defined  in  its  Section  3  (Ij,  are  hemp  drugs 
only.    We  now  propose  to  amend  the  definition  so  as  to  include 
any  other  drug  which  the  Local  Government  may  by  notifica- 
tion declare  to  be  included  therein.    This  will  empower  the 
Governments  of  the  Provinces  to  which  the  Act  applies  to 
deal  with  cocaine  in  the  same  way  as  is  done  in  the  three 
large  Provinces  of  Bengal,   Bombay,   and  Madras.  The 
remaining  provisions  of  the  Bill  are  formal  and  technical, 
and  their  object  is  sufficiently  explained  in  the  statement  of 
objects  and  reasons  which  I  shall  lay  on  the  table.

Commonwealth. 

Examination  of  Patent  Medicines. — In  the  Federal 
House  of  Representatives  on  August  2,  Mr.  Thomas  moved — 
That  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  community  all 
jiatent  or  proprietary  medicines,  infantile  and  artificial 
foods,  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances  purporting  to 
cure  or  alleviate  disease,  should  be  examined  on  entering 
into  the  Common-vvealth,  to  ascertain  their  nature  and  value, 
and  so  that  their  exact  pharmaceutical  composition  or  con- 
struction can  be  clearly  set  out  on  the  label  or  packages  to- 
gether with  a  definition  of  ailments  which  it  professes  to 
cure. 

In  speaking  to  this  motion  Mr.  Thomas  said  a  great  deal 
of  fraud  is  perpetrated  and  misery  brought  about  by  the 
sale  of  many  quack  medicines,  and  though  Parliament  could 
not  prevent  the  sale  of  anything  made  locally,  they  could 
ascertain  what  the  mixtures  offered  are  composed  of.  He 
instanced  what  is  done  in  this  matter  in  Germany,  and 
quoted  from  Mr.  Octavius  C.  Beale's  report  on  the  subject, 
which  apparently  inspired  his  motion. — Sir  William  Lyne 
(Minister  for  Customs)  said  the  Commerce  Act  provides  the 
safeguards  which  Mr.  Thomas  desired  the  House  to  impose. 
Several  clauses  in  the  Act  give  the  Government  considerable 
power,  and  the  term  "trade  description"  in  particular 
means  that  the  quality  and  purity  of  goods  should  be 
described. — "  It  is  not  a  trade  description,  but  what  a  thing 
is  made  of,  that  we  want,"  interpolated  Mr.  Thomas;  and 
to  this  Sir  William  Lyne  replied,  "  If  the  Commerce  Act  is 
insufficient,  the  Customs  Act  can  be  brought  into  force." — 
Mr.  Thomas's  motion  was  carried. 

Confusion  is  expected  to  be  the  immediate  result  of  the 
medicine  and  food  regulations  made  federally  under  the 
Commerce  Act  and  by  individual  States  under  the  Pure 
Food  Act.  A  conference  of  the  State  health  authorities  is 
likely  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  food-standards. 

New  South  Wales. 

Mk.  Cecil  Fintjcane,  L.P.S.I.,  formerly  of  Ennis,  co. 
Clare,  was  registered  as  a  pharmacist  in  this  Colony  on 
July  12. 

Giving  away  Poison  has  been  held  by  the  Sydney  Police 
Court  Magistrate  not  to  be  a  good  defence  in  the  case  of  a 
Chinaman  who  was  charged  with  selling  opium.  "  John  " 
was  fined  51.  and  15s.  costs. 

A  Eeciprocity  Agreement  between  N.S.W.  and  Queens- 
land, drafted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  was 
submitted  at  the  July  meeting  and  agreed  to.  It  is  printed 
in  full  in  the  "  CD. A."  for  August. 

P.A.T.A. — The  third  annual  report  shows  that  during 
the  year  the  number  of  protected  lines  increased  from  130 
to  250,  and  the  receipts  by  35?.,  the  net  amount  being 
245/.  15.S.  lid.  The  expenditure  was  238?.  12,s.  4rf.  The  re- 
port is  satisfactory  and  hopeful.  It  is  printed  in  extenso 
in  the  "  CD. A.,"  for  August,  where  also  is  given  a  report 
of  the  annual  meeting  held  on  July  7,  when  the  retailers' 
Council  was  re-elected. 

Poisons  Must  Not  be  Left  about  Anyhow-  in  this 
Colony — thanks  to  the  Poisons  Act.  At  the  Adelong  Police 
Court  recently  two  cases  enforced  the  fact.  In  one  case  a 
man  left  two  bottles  of  strychnine  near  his  camp,  i-ain  came 
on,  the  labels  were  washed  off,  and  he  was  fined  5s.,  and  6s. 


costs.  A  second  case  was  about  phosphorus  put  down  to 
kill  rabbits.  It  was  mixed  with  pollard.  Some  pigs  ate  it 
and  died,  but  the  Magistrate  held  that  the  mixture  is  not 
a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  to  have  a  conference 
with  members  of  the  British  Medical  Association  on  the  fol- 
lowing topics  : 

(1)  Full  Signature  to  Prescriptions,  not  Initials;  (2)  The 
Use  of  Private  Formulae,  code  and  secret  formulse,  by 
medical  men ;  (3)  Repetitions  of  Prescriptions  Not  to  he 
Allowed,  particularly  when  containing  dangerous  and 
potent  drugs,  not  merely  opiates ;  (4)  The  Prescribing  of 
"  Patent"  and  Proprietary  Articles  instead  of  "  B.P."  pre- 
parations, standard  preparations ;  (5J  Ownership  of  Pre- 
scriptions. 

New  Zealand. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Nielsen,  Registrar  to  the  Pharmacy  Board, 
has  had  his  salary  increased  to  75?.  per  annum. 

A  Revised  Poison  Schedule  is  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  Negotiations  with  Dr.  Mason,  chief 
health  officer,  as  to  a  new  Poisons  Bill  have  commenced. 

A  New  Cutting  Store  has  been  started  in  Auckland  by 
Fairburn,  Wright  &  Co.,  of  Wellington.  They  deal  in  a 
lot  of  druggists'  goods,  and  have  issued  a  list  showing  prices 
2^  per  cent,  above  cost.  Retail  chemists  have  met  and 
decided  to  keep  patent  medicines  at  present  prices. 

The  Friendly  Societies'  Dispenser  at  Dunedin  (Mr. 
Sydney  Smith,  chemist)  has  been  charged  under  the  Poisons 
Act  with  selling  carbolic  glycerin  without  labelling  it 
"Poison"  in  white  letters  on  red  ground.  The  fact  was 
not  denied,  but  the  charge  was  dismissed  because  (1)  it  was 
brought  too  late,  (2)  there  was  no  legal  sale  [distribution  to 
a  member  merely],  and  (3)  the  poison  was  dispensed  on  the 
prescription  of  a  medical  man. 

Health  Supply  Stores  was  the  designation  under  which 
George  Weston  carried  on  business  as  a  chemist  at  Cashel 
Street,  Christchurch.  There  physicians'  prescriptions  were 
dispensed  and  no  registered  chemist  was  on  the  premises, 
and  the  charge  brought  against  him  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  by  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  was  that  of 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  purpose.  This  was  denied,  it 
being  argued  that  he  kept  the  shop  open  for  selling  patent 
medicines  and  other  goods.  A  dispensing  transaction 
having  been  proved,  he  was  fined  10s.  and  costs  for  each  of 
four  days  libelled. 

Queensland. 

A  Conference  between  representatives  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  and  members  of  the  B.M.  A.,  similar  to  that 
noted  under  New  South  Wales,  is  to  be  held  shortly. 

Backhousia  Citriodora  Oil. — The  last  experimental  con- 
signment of  this  oil,  according  to  advices  received  by  the 
Agricultural  Department,  was  sold  in  London  on  May  24, 
and  fetched  13s.  per  lb.,  equal  to  9|f?.  per  oz.  This  is 
looked  upon  as  profitable. 

Victoria. 

San  Francisco  Earthquake. — The  only  Australian  who 
was  in  this  great  upheaval  was  Mr.  Harrie  Dod,  formerly  a 
demonstrator  at  the  Melbourne  College  of  Pharmacy.  His 
experiences  are  recited  in  the  "  CD. A."  for  August. 

Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  Examination. — The 
failures  in  this  examination  (70  to  80  per  cent.)  are  higher 
than  at  the  Melbourne  University  Matriculation  (54  per 
cent.),  and  it  is  felt  in  some  quarters  that  the  conditions 
under  which  the  examination  is  conducted  are  a  test  of  the 
candidates'  physical  powers  rather  than  of  educational 
fitness.    The  "  C.D.A."  asks  for  a  revision  of  the  system. 

Western  Australia. 

The  Grass-tree  of  Western  Australia  (Xanthorrhcea 
Preissii)  has  been  recently  examined  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  a  view  to  utilising  it  as  food.  A  powder  pre- 
pared from  the  stem  has  been  found  to  contain  over  50  per 
cent,  of  carbohydrates,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  grass 
will  prove  valuable  as  a  source  of  alcohol.  Large  quantities 
of  the  material  are  available,  as  the  tree  flourishes  so  well 
in  the  Colony  as  to  be  a  nuisance  to  agriculturists.  It  is 
stated  that  the  alcohol-yielding  properties  were  known  to 
the  early  settlers,  a  kind  of  beer  having  been  prepared  from 
the  stem  of  the  grass-tree.

Dr.  Arderne  Wilson,  Cape  Town,  is  the 
chairman,  and  among  the  directors  the  name  of  Mr.  Magness 
Elgar  appears. 

S.A.  Ex  HiBiTiON. — According  to  a  Reuter's  telegram  from 
Cape  Town,  the  South  African  Governments  have  arranged 
to  hold  a  united  exhibition  of  South  African  products  in  the 
Royal  Horticultural  Society's  Hall  in  London  in  February 
and  March  1907.  Conmiittees  are  being  formed  in  each  of 
the  Colonies  to  carry  out  the  details. 

Personal. — Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen,  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Peter- 
sen &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  and  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Cape  Colony,  was  on  a  trip  up  the  east  coast  when 
the  last  mail  left,  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Petersen. — Mr.  A. 
Walsh,  who  is  standing  as  a  councillor  for  the  city  of  Cape 
Town,  was  in  Johaimesburg  on  a  business  visit. 

The  Can'cer-cure. — The  report  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  Mrs.  Van  Niekerk's  cure  for  cancer  (6'.  it-  D.,  Septem- 
ber 1,  p.  357)  was  considered  by  the  Cape  Legislature  on 
August  8.    Mr.  G.  J.  Krige  moved  : 

That  while  I\Irs.  Van  Niokerk's  remedies  have,  according 
to  evidence  submitted  to  the  Select  Committee,  proved  bene- 
ficial to  persons  suffering  from  disease  supposed  to  be  cancer, 
and  while  the  medical  testimony  given  before  the  Comniitteo 
allows  that  the  "  Aesiab  "  ointment  may  cause  destruction 
of  cancer  in  some  cases,  it  also  goes  to  "show  that  in  other 
ca.scs  it  is  likelv  to  increase  pain,  and  may  prove  dangerous; 
this  House  is  therefore  unable  to  accede  to  the  request  of  tho 
petitioners,  that  Mrs.  Van  Niekerk  should  be  allowed  to 
treat  patients  as  a  qualified  medical  practitioner,  but  recom- 
mends that  she  should  be  allowed  to  do  so  under  medical 
advice,  and  that  the  sale  of  her  remedies  by  licensed  apothe- 
caries should  bo  allowed. 

Mr.  T.  L.  Schreiner  supported  the  motion,  but  an  amend- 
ment, that  the  report  be  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  consideration,  was  agreed  to. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Anothkr  "  Cancer-cdue." — The  Bethlehem  correspon- 
dent of  the  "  Bloemfontein  Post  "  gives  details  with  regard 
to  an  alleged  cure  of  cancer,  tried  successfully  in  that  dis- 
trict. It  consists  of  a  root  growing  in  Basutoland,  which  is 
known  to  the  natives,  the  method  adopted  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  cure  being  subcutaneous  injection.  The  corre- 
spondent vouches  for  the  cure  of  three  cases,  two  of  which 
were  white  men,  while  the  other  was  a  native  woman. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Board. — The  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Council  was  held  at  Bloemfontein  on  August  10.  There 
were  present  Dr.  Eamsbottom  (President),  I)r.  Pratt- Yule, 
M.O.H.  for  the  Colony,  Dr.  Ward,  Dr.  de  Kock.  Dr.  Man- 
ning,  Mr.  Redpath,  dentist,  and  Mr.  Hewitt,  chemist  and 
druggist.  A  letter  from  Dr.  J.  Hunter,  asking  on  what 
section  of  the  Ordinance  the  Council  based  their  decision  as 
regarded  his  application  to  be  registered  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  (see  ('.  tt-  D.,  August  11,  p.  239),  was  replied  to  by 
stating  that  the  Council  could  not  carry  the  matter  further, 
their  decision  being  governed  by  the  Attorney-General's 
opinion. — A  letter  was  read  from  the  Colonial"  Secretary 
stating  that  resident  magistrates  had  been  instructed  to 
make  surprise  inspections  of  the  poison-books  kept  by  general 
dealers  in  terms  of  Section  50  of  the  Ordinance.  Mr.  Hewitt 
thought  the  Press  should  not  mention  the  matter  of  the 


surprise  visits,  as  they  would  not  be  surprise  visits  at  all  if 
the  fact  became  public,  but  the  President  did  not  think  it  a 
matter  for  suppression.  The  proposed  poison-book  for  the 
use  of  chemists  and  storekeepers  generally  was  considered 
and  agreed  to.   

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
CAPE  COLONY. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  v.-as  held  at  Cape  Town 
on  August  9.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  (Presi- 
dent), Mr.  J.  Jones  (Vice-President)  occupied  the  chair, 
and  among  those  present  were  Mr.  A.  J.  Rivett  (Lennon, 
Ltd.),  Dr.  Froembling,  Messrs.  J.  H.  Cooper,  H.  E.  Cope, 
R.  S.  Smiles,  J.  S.  North,  and  the  Secretary.  Three 
members  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  Messrs.  Helmore, 
George  DarroU,  and  W.  K.  Mager,  were  among  the  visitors, 
it  being  understood  that  these  gentlemen  attended  in  their 
capacity  as  members  of  the  Government  organisation  to  hear 
what  Mr.  R.  S.  Smiles  had  to  suggest  as  a  modus  vivendi  in 
connection  with  unqualified  men  being  allowed  to  dispense. 
Most  of  those  present  took  part  in  the  discussion,  but  no 
resolution  was  put. 

The  matter  of  the  annual  contribution  of  10/.  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  was  left  over  till  the  next  meeting. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  letter  of  condolence 
to  the  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Deans,  Maitland. 


Colonial  anb  jforcian  IRews, 

Barred. — The  Baden  Board  of  Health  has  issued  a  warn- 
ing against  advertisements  recommending  the  Keith-Harvey 
system  for  curing  deafness. 

Fire  at  Ferein's. — The  St.  Petersburg  "  Novoe  Vremya  " 
reports  a  fire  at  the  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  stores  of 
Messrs.  Ferein  on  August  31,  when  three  employes  of  the 
house  and  five  firemen  received  more  or  less  severe  burns. 
The  damage  done  to  both  goods  and  premises  was  extensive. 

The  Interlaken  Tragedy. — It  is  stated  that  M.  Muller, 
the  man  who  was  shot  by  a  Russian  lady  at  Interlaken  in 
mistake  for  M.  Durnovo,  the  Russian  e.x-Minister  of  the 
Interior,  was  at  one  time  director  of  a  large  chemical-works 
at  Mulhausen,  retiring  with  a  considerable  fortune  ten  years 
ago. 

In  Alsace-Lorraine  there  were  249  pharmacies  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1906,  twenty-two  of  which  had  changed  hands  in  1905. 
— The  police  of  the  State  have  issued  regulations  regarding 
the  use  of  plates  and  signs  which,  the  "  Pharm.  Zeit."  con- 
siders, will  press  upon  pharmacists,  as  the  only  exemption 
for  business-purposes  is  in  respect  of  business-plates  bearing 
only  the  names  of  persons  or  of  firms  entered  in  the  trade 
register.  Anything  added  thereto  in  the  nature  of  advertise- 
ment has  to  be  approved  by  the  police  authorities  and  (in 
Strassburg)  by  the  Burgomaster. 

Olive-oil  Stores  in  Leghorn. — A  well-known  and  ex- 
tensive firm  of  olive-oil  exporters  in  Leghorn  recently 
established  themselves  in  new  premises,  which  are  probably 
the  largest  in  the  world  devoted  to  the  storage  and  handhng 
of  olive  oil.  The  buildings  cover  an  area  of  30,000  square 
feet,  and  afford  a  total  floor-space  of  45,000  square  feet. 
The  oil  is  stored  in  a  series  of  large  tanks  of  novel  construc- 
tion, each  tank  holding  from  10,000  to  20,000  gals.  The 
establishment  is  one  of  the  most  important  and  imposing 
industrial  concerns  in  Leghorn. 

Pharmacy  in  Germany. — The  Bill  in  regard  to  pharmacy 
concessions  throughout  Germany  has  been  prepared  in  the 
Home  Office  with  the  assistance  of  the  Conunissioners  of  the 
Prussian  ^Ministry  of  Medicine,  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
Federal  Governments  will  have  expressed  their  opinion  on 
the  proposals  by  the  end  of  this  year.  One  of  the  clauses  of 
the  Bill  will  deal  with  the  increase  in  the  prices  of  the  trans- 
ferable concessions  under  the  old  regime.  While  this 
measure  is  under  consideration,  other  smaller  schemes  of 
reforming  the  same  grievances  are  suspended. 

Substitution  in  Switzerland. — It  is  well  known  that 
manufacturing  chemists  in  Switzerland,  thanks  to  the 
absence  there  of  patent  laws,  have  systematically  placed 
upon  the  market  chemical  products  which  elsewhere  are  pro- 
tected by  patent.    Now  Dr.  A.  Eichengrun,  of  Elberfeld, 
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complains  that  Swiss  imitations  of  German  pharmaceutical 
preparations  are  often  supplied  as  the  original  article. 
Already  the  Health  Board  of  Padua  (Italy)  has  complained 
of  physicians'  prescriptions  being  dispensed  with  French 
substitutes,  and  in  Belgium  similar  complaints  have  been 
made. 

Spanish  Notes. — In  response  to  a  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
College  of  Pharmacists  of  Sarragoza  to  be  equally  qualified 
in  the  eyes  of  the  law  with  medical  men  to  form  part  of  the 
local  juntas  of  public  instruction,  the  Minister  of  Public 
Education  has  published  a  decree  acknowledging  the  justice 
of  the  claim  and  promising  at  the  next  modification  of  the 
constitution  of  the  juntas  to  put  both  faculties  on  an  equal 
footing  in  these  local  educational  bodies. — "  El  Memoran- 
dum "  deplores  the  large  numbers  of  qualified  pharmacists  in 
Spain  now  in  want  of  occupation.  Between  Barcelona  and 
Granada  alone  some  200  have  recently  qualified,  and  for 
every  vacancy  there  are  innumerable  applicants. 

Boycotting. — Some  time  ago  the  Association  of  Whole- 
sale Dealers  in  Pharmaceutical  Specialities  (Spezialitaten- 
Grosshandler-Vereine)  decided  to  refuse  employment  to 
anyone  who  accepted  service  with  the  Handelsgesellschaft 
Deutscher  Apotheker.  This  decision  has  resulted  in  a  clerk, 
named  Rutenbeck,  being  sued  by  the  Handelsgesellschaft, 
before  the  Berlin  Commercial  Tribunal,  on  August  17,  for 
breach  of  contract.  The  Handelsgesellschaft  had  engaged 
Eutenbeck  as  managing  clerk  for  one  of  their  branches.  As 
soon  as  the  Association  of  Wholesale  Dealers,  whose  head- 
quarters are  at  Stettin,  heard  of  the  engagement,  they 
resolved,  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Association,  that  if 
Rutenbeck  accepted  it,  no  situation  with  any  of  the  whole- 
sale dealers  belonging  to  the  Association  would  be  open  to 
him  in  future.  Being  intimidated  by  this  decision,  Ruten- 
beck withdrew  from  the  engagement,  and  the  Handels- 
gesellschaft Deutscher  Apotheker  claimed  compensation  for 
breach  of  contract,  with  11.  damages.  It  was  stated,  for  the 
Handelsgesellschaft,  that  the  action  was  brought  in  the  in- 
terest of  their  employes,  and  also  to  have  the  question  finally 
decided.  The  Commercial  Court,  in  giving  judgment,  said 
they  recognised  that  the  accused  found  himself  in  a  difficult 
position  in  consequence  of  the  boycott  declaration ;  never- 
theless, he  had  no  right  to  withdraw  from  the  contract  with 
the  Handelsgesellschaft,  and  they  fined  him  11. 

The  Georg  Speyer  Institution  for  Chemothehapeutics 
was  formally  opened  at  Frankfort-on-Main  on  September  3 
in  the  presence  of  the  German  Minister  of  Education  and  a 
distinguished  company.  The  institution  is  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Georg  Speyer,  in  memory  of  her  husband,  who  was  the  head 
of  the  Frankfort  firm  of  Speyer,  the  bankers,  and  is  to 
develop  a  new  phase  in  research,  inasmuch  as  it  aims  to  study 
the  direct  chemotherapeutical  influence  of  chemicals  on 
specific  organs  of  the  body.  Mrs.  Speyer  has  spent  a  million 
marks  on  the  institution,  her  principal  adviser  being  her 
brother-in-law  Dr.  Darmstaedter,  of  Berlin,  who  will  be 
remembered  by  many  English  pharmacists  and  chemists  in 
connection  with  lanolin.  Dr.  Darmstaedter,  on  behalf  of  Mrs. 
Speyer,  handed  over  the  Institution  to  the  care  of  the  town 
of  Frankfort,  in  whose  name  the  Mayor  received  it.  Minister 
of  Education  von  Studt,  in  an  address,  dwelt  on  the  im- 
portance of  the  occasion  and  distributed  honours  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  Mrs.  Speyer  received  the  Wilhelms  order, 
the  highest  distinction  given  in  science;  Professor  Ehrlich 
the  Red  Eagle  of  the  third  class;  while  Dr.  Darmstaedter 
received  the  title  of  a  Professor  and  honorary  member  of  the 
Institute  for  Experimental  Therapeutics.  Professor  Ehrlich 
has  been  appointed  Director  of  the  Institute,  which  adjoins 
the  Institution  of  Experimental  Therapeutics,  of  which  Pro- 
fessor Ehrlich  is  Director  and  in  which  the  official  control  of 
commercial  serums  is  conducted.  Professor  Ehrlich  explained 
the  work  of  the  nev/  Institution  as  being  the  study  of  the 
relationship  between  organic  matter  and  known  chemical  pro- 
ducts. He  hopes  that  systematic  research  with  chemical 
products  on  animals  suffering  from  distinct  diseases  will 
yield  valuable  results  and  enrich  materia  medica.  It  is 
noteworthy  in  this  connection  that  the  Professor  considers 
aniline  dyes  a  useful  field  for  therapeutic  research.  As  first- 
fruits  in  this  respect  trypanred  may  be  mentioned,  with 
which  he  has  been  able  to  cure  mice  suffering  from  trypan- 
osomitis.  _  It  absolutely  sterilises  the  body  of  mice  against 
the  parasite  causing  the  disease.

Cheaper  S.V.M. — The  Canadian  varnish-makers,  who  are 
steadily  becoming  strong  competitors  in  many  markets,  are 
jubilant  over  the  action  of  the  Government  in  taking  off 
20  per  cent,  from  the  price  of  methylated  spirits  manufac- 
tured under  State  supervision  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  August  25, 
p.  323).  This  will  increase  the  competitive  power  ot 
Dominion  manufacturers. 

A  Wonderful  Sulphur-spring,  which,  it  is  claimed,  is 
of  great  value  medicinally,  and  which  has  an  enormous 
flow  of  crystal-like  hot  water,  has  been  discovered  several 
hundred  miles  north  of  Edmonton  by  Dr.  Grant,  of  Red 
Deer,  Alta.  The  spring  is  near  the  line  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific,  and  is  likely  to  prove  of  great  value  in  the 
future. 

The  Byron  Manufacturing  Co.,  which  has  recently  been 
favoured  with  a  good  deal  of  publicity  by  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  has  now  come  to  Montreal,  Mr.  Walter  W.  Jhon- 
son  having  opened  an  office  in  the  G.N.W.  Telegraph 
Building.  Several  of  the  wholesale  drug-houses  in  different 
parts  of  Canada  have  been  approached  as  to  supplies,  and 
Mr.  Jhonson  is  evidently  planning  for  an  extensive  busi- 
ness ;  but  he  appears  not  to  have  reckoned  with  the  fact  that 
the  showing-up  he  and  the  Byron  Gloss  received  in  the 
C .  <£■  D.  has  opened  the  eyes  of  the  trade  in  this  country 
to  what  they  may  expect  from  Mr.  Jhonson.  It  is  not  likely 
that  he  will  succeed  as  well  in  Canada  as  he  seems  to  have 
done  in  the  Old  Country. 

Adulteration  Activities. — Dr.  Pearson,  medical  health 
officer  of  Brant  ford,  Ont.,  has  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health  that  preservatives  are  being  used  in  fresh  meat  in 
his  city.  He  has  been  conducting  analyses  for  some  time, 
and  has  found  that  sulphur,  sulphur  nitrate,  and  borax 
have  been  used,  as  well  as  starchy  matter,  presumably  an 
adulterant.  Messages  from  Ottawa  state  that  "a  recent 
discovery  in  chemistry  having  made  it  possible  to  detect! 
adulteration  of  maple  sugar  with  either  cane  or  beet  sugar, 
the  Department  of  Inland  Revenue  is  now  having  samples 
of  the  maple  sugar  sold  throughout  the  country  analysed. 
The  general  impression  is  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  so- 
called  maple  sugar  contains  but  a  small  quantity  of  the 
true  saccharine  of  the  maple.  Analyses  are  also  being  made 
by  the  Department  of  samples  of  honey  and  milk  offered  for 
sale  in  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  Dominion." 
Further,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  of  Inland 
Revenue  to  institute  proceedings  against  manufacturers  of 
fruit  preserves  made  with  glucose,  instead  of  sugar,  who 
do  not  mark  the  package  as  containing  a  compound.  Manu- 
facturers who  have  been  resorting  to  the  device  of  printing 
or  stencilling  the  word  "  Compound  "  upon  the  label  in  the 
very  smallest  type  obtainable,  frequently  insert  it  between 
the  bold  lettering  of  the  label,  so  as  to  render  it  practically 
illegible.  This  practice  is  illegal,  as  the  Act  requires  that 
the  word  be  printed  "  in  conspicuous  characters,  forming  an 
inseparable  part  of  the  general  label."

THE  meeting  of  the  British  Medical  Association  in 
Toronto  has  been  a  great  success  from  both  the  profes- 
sional and  the  commercial  standpoints.  About  1,600 
members  were  registered  at  the  reception-rooms,  some  500 
of  these  being  from  the  Old  Country.  We  have  already 
given  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  25,  p.  323)  a  condensed  resumt

of  the  opening  proceedings.  The  principal  interest  was 
apparently  in  the  address  on  "  Medicine,"  delivered  by  Sir 
James  Barr,  of  Liverpool.  His  piquant  allusions  to  the 
causation  of  cold  feet  in  his  remarks  on  "  The  Circulation  of 
the  Blood,"  caught  the  fancy  of  his  audience  and  also  gave 
the  lay  Press  an  opportunity  to  make  "copy."  Another 
popular  address  was  that  on  the  "  Surgery  of  the  Central 
Nervous  System,"  by  Sir  Victor  Horsley,  the  eminent  brain 
surgeon.  Sir  Victor's  hostile  allusions  to  "  the  drug  alcohol," 
at  the  luncheon  given  by  the  Ontario  branch  of  the  Dominion 
Alliance  have  raised  quite  a  flutter  in  anti-temperance 
circles.  The  purveyors  of  alcoholic  liquors  and  their 
organs  are  very  indignant  at  "  Sir  Victor's  fad,"  and  other 
medical  experts  are  quoted  to  show  that  alcohol  is  a  boon 
and  a  blessing  in  medicine.

In  this  connection  a  contributor  to  the  "  Toronto  Daily  Star  " 
writes  very  humorously.  Under  the headingof  "The  Doctors' 
Daily  Rounds"  he  pictures  the  celebrities  who  visited 
Toronto  all  unconscious  of  the  maelstrom  of  gift-giving  that 
was  in  store  for  them.  Lulled  into  a  fatal  security,  the 
bigwigs  sat  back  in  their  chairs,  folded  their  hands,  and  said, 
"Here  we  are  safe."  But  "before  the  little  army  of 
martyrs  could  blink  an  eyelid  the  University  of  Toronto  had 
put  it  on  fourteen  of  them."  A  British  medical  man  who 
sat  next  to  the  "  Star  "  man  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  some 
of  these  men  were  "  over-decorated."  It  was  not  jealousy 
which  prompted  the  remark,  as  the  speaker  had  a  large 
alphabet  of  his  own,  but  he  saw  no  reason  why  a  fellow 
should  go  on  adding  degrees  like  a  thermometer.  The 
writer  then  describes  the  scene  thus  : 

Accustomed  to  have  greatness  thrust  upon  them  at  every 
stopping  place,  the  fourteen  took  the  bludgeoningg  of  fate 


with  an  air  of  resignation.  Some  of  them  even  smiled  when 
they  signed  the  roll  already  blazing  with  the  names  of 
Whitney  and  St.  John.  But  this  was  a  piece  of  bravado. 
Each  man  stopped  up  to  the  book  under  guard  of  two 
beadles,  with  clubs  in  their  hands,  whose  instructions  were 
to  knock  his  brains  out  if  he  faltered.  As  Dr.  Reeve  read 
over  their  names,  called  out  their  style,  and  dilated  on  their 
achievements,  explaining  how  this  one  had  come  to  the  top 
on  the  kidneys  and  that  other  on  the  liver,  how  this  man  had 
plucked  victory  from  wheezy  lungs  and  that  from  queasy 
stomachs,  how"  the  ills  that  flesh  is  heir  to  had  been  their 
ladder  of  fame — it  was  seen  how  absurd  it  was  for  them  to 
suppose  that  they  could  dodge  the  consequences  of  their 
renown.  President  Reeve  was  careful  to  give  them  all 
their  honours  from  A  to  Z.  Imagination  recoils  from  what 
might  have  happened  to  the  British  constitution  if  he  had 
dropped  a  letter.  From  long  habit  Dr.  Reeve  does  it  to 
the  King's  taste,  but  stiffer  jaws  might  find  it  a  big  mouthful 
to  compass  Sir  Something  Somebody,  K.C.V.O.,  M.A., 
M.D..  LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  F.R.C.P.,  D.S.,  F.L.S.,  F.R.S.E., 
X.2,  H.2,  S.0.4. 

Sir  William  Broadbent,  "  who  looks  like  a  kind  old  bishop," 

responded   for  the  Universities  of  Great  Britain,  Mr. 

Franklin  replied  for  British  surgeons,  and  Dr.  Lapicque  for 

France.  Then 

"  Convocatio  missa  est"  said  Principal  Hutton,  and  the 
LL.D.s  rose  as  one  man.  It  looked  as  if  it  was  all  over. 
But  out  of  a  dark  corner  popped  a  mild  old  gentleman, 
armed  with  an  umbrella,  which  he  levelled  at  the  advancing 
host.  A  tremor  ran  along  the  line.  It  wavered,  checked, 
stopped  dead — ari-csted  in  full  flight.  LL.D.s  of  long 
standing  and  frequent  repetition  turned  pale.  They  felt 
what  was  coming. 

In  a  firm  voice,  quite  at  odds  with  his  gentle  manner,  the 
old  gentleman  with  the  deadly  umbrella,  who  turned  out  to 
be  Professor  William  Gardner  of  McGill  University,  Mon- 
treal, announced  that  at  its  next  convocation  this  venerable 
institution  of  learning  would  confer  the  degree  of  LL.D. 
{honoris  causa)  on  Professor  Thomas  Clifford  Allbutt,  Sir 
Thomas  Barlow,  Sir  William  Broadbent,  and  Sir  Victor 
Horsley.  McGill  takes  only  four  out  of  the  fourteen,  but 
Toronto  can't  expect  to  have  it  all  her  own  way,  and  com- 
petition is  the  life  of  trade.  The  chosen  four  will  be  out  of 
the  country  when  the  next  convocation  takes  place,  but  this 
makes  no  difference  to  McGill,  who  will  part  from  her  usual 
professional  dignity  long  enough  to  give  them  absent  treat- 
ment, which,  as  everyone  knows,  is  a  branch  of  the  faith 
cure.  In  a  word,  these  doctors  will  have  to  take  their  medi- 
cine, whether  they  like  it  or  not.  The  degree  will  be 
administered  in  spite  of  their  screams.  If  it  can't  be  done 
any  other  way,  McGill  will  inject  it. 

In  a  subsequent  article  the  same  writer  gives  this  impres- 
sionist sketch  of  the  King's  doctor  : 

Sir  Thomas  having  been  so  much  in  the  presence  of 
royalty  reflects  it  l<,  some  extent  in  his  appearance.  He 
looks  very  much  like  Edward  VII.  in  face  and  general  get- 
up.  As  no  man  can  aspire  higher  than  to  look  like  a  king, 
Sir  Thomas  seems  to  have  copied  him  inch  by  inch.  He  is 
perhaps  taller  than  Edwardus  Rex,  but  he  is  built  on  the 
same  lines,  and,  speaking  broadly,  follows  the  same  curves. 
Sir  Thomas  has  the  ruddy  countenance  we  associate  with 
the  Guelph  family,  the  blue  eyes,  the  heavv  pendulous  eye- 
lids, and  the  characteristic  nose.  Time  has  grizzled  hia 
close-cropped  brown  hair  just  as  it  has  the  King's,  and  the 
barber's  art  has  helped  his  beard  to  a  perfect  imitation.  .  .  . 
His  bedside  manner,  one  imagines,  is  cheerful  and  inspir- 
ing. He  wouldn't,  for  instance,  tell  the  King  that  he  was 
dreadfully  sick,  and  discuss  with  him  the  uttermost 
symptoms  to  be  expected,  which  is  the  habit  of  certain 
'  foolish  doctors,  who  think  that  way  to  quiet  the  patient's 
mind.  On  the  contrary,  he  is  the  kind  of  sick-room  sun- 
beam. 

Sir  Victor  Horsley  is  treated  in  the  same  skilful  manner  by 
this  witty  writer.

P\RKE,  Davis  &  Co.  This  exhibit  included  a  series  of 
charts  showing  the  physiological  effects  of  various  drugs  on 
the  heart,  circulation,  respiration,  etc.,  samples  of  ergone, 
digitalone,  and  veratrone,  adrenalin  chloride  and  solution, 
takadiastase,  acetozone,  chloretone,  broniotone,  lodalbin, 
formidine,  thyreoidoctin,  and  various  biological  products. 

Mellin's  Food.  Ltd.,  were  showing  their  well-known  food. 

C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son  devoted  particular  attention  to  Mist. 
PepsiniB  Co.  cum  Bismutho  (Hewlett's)  and  Liq.  Santal  Flav. 
c.  Buchii  et  Cubeb.  (Hewlett's^.  The  Canadian  agents  are 
Messrs.  Lyman  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  Toronto. 

Denver  Chemical  Co.  displayed  antiphlogistine — "  in- 
flammation's antidote." 

Fairchild  Bros.  &  Foster  had  a  nice  show  of  their  standard 
peptonising  products  (Panopepton,  essence  of  pepsin,  etc.), 
as  weW  as  hypodermic  injection  of  trypsin  and  of  amylopsin 
(both  in  sealed  ampoules),  lotio  pancreatis  (a  trypsin  surgical 
solvent),  holadin,  internal  secretion  (hypodermic),  trypsalin, 
and  various  "  popules." 

Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.  An  important  exhibit  was  made 
of  the  "  Allcnburys  "  foods  and  dietetic  products  as  well  as 
liquid  beef,  castor  oil  and  cod-liver  oil,  bynin  and  bynin  com- 
binations, pastilles,  "  Kapsols  "  and  other  "  AUenburys " 
specialities.  There  were  also  on  view  surgical  instruments 
and  appliances  and  requisites  for  the  medical  wards. 

Lambert  Phaemacal  Co.  showed  Listerine  and  Listerine 
Dermatic  Soap. 

Callard  &  Co.  had  an  exhibit  of  their  diabetic  foods. 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  had  special  attention  directed 
to  "tabloid"  Blaud  pill  and  "tabloid"  cascara  sagrada, 
"tabloid"  hypodermic  cases,  medicine  chests  and  cases,  and 
ophthalmic  products.  Hemisine,  in  "tabloid,"  "  soloid  "  and 
"  enule  "  forms,  was  also  shown.  The  "  Wellcome  "  brand  of 
chloroform  was  well  to  the  fore,  and  other  "  Wellcome  "  pro- 
ducts were  diphtheria  antitoxin  serum  and  anti-streptococcus 
serum  (polyvalent).  Pleated  compressed  bandages  and 
dressings  were  likewise  made  a  feature,  as  occupying  the 
smallest  possible  space  and  free  from  risk  of  contamination.

Duncan's  Chloroform,  anaesthetic  ether,  chloryl 
anjesthetic,  pure  and  methylated  ethers,  and  "the  original 
chloric  ether  which  has  been  prepared  by  D.,  F.  &  Co.  since 
the  middle  of  last  centurv  "  all  had  place  along  with  bromide 
of  ethyl  and  the  famous  D.,  F.  &  Co.  capsules. 

Apollinaeis  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  showing  Apollinaris  Water, 
Apenta  Water,  and  Sparkling  Apenta. 

Bo  veil,  Ltd.,  exhibited  their  well-known  food-products. 

Horlick's  Malted  Milk  was  also  on  view. 

Chas.  H.  Phillips  Chemical  Co.  exhibited  phosphomuriate 
of  quinine,  Phillips'  Milk  of  Magnesia,  and  Phillips' 
diffestible  cocoa. 

Ferris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  Nepenthe  and  Glycerole  of  Ne- 
penthe on  show,  and  a  variety  of  "  Ever-Ready  "  dressings, 
plasters,  caddies,  and  cabinets  of  assorted  designs. 

Apjiour  &  Co.  exhibited  suprarcnalin  in  powder,  solution, 
ointment,  and  triturate ;  thyroids,  parathyroids,  parotid, 
thymus,  and  other  glandular  substances  in  powder  and  in 
tablets,  extract  of  red  bone-marrow,  bcnzoated  lard,  and  a 
number  of  their  preparations  of  pepsin  and  of  pancreatin. 

Cadbury  Begs.,  Ltd.,  demonstrated  the  superiority  of  the 
'"  Cocoa  of  the  Old  Country  "  over  all  other  food  beverages. 

Brand  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  had  their  invalid  specialities  on  show 
in  considerable  profusion. 

Benger's  Food,  Ltd.,  made  a  point  of  the  fact  that  their 
Food  "consists  of  a  specially  finely  ground  nitrogenous 
wheaten  meal,  cooked  and  impregnated  with  a  suitable  pro- 
portion of  the  fresh  natural  digestive  principles  of  the 
pancreas,  trypsin  and  amylopsin." 

Reed  &  Carneick  were  exhibiting  protonuclein,  pepten- 
zyme,  pancrobilin,  and  nephritin. 

Dowsing  Radiant  Heat  Apparatus  was  on  show,  and 
attracted  much  attention. 

Down  Beds.,  Ltd..  had  a  large  show  of  aseptic  hospital 
furniture  for  operation-theatres  and  hospital-wards,  and  a 
selection  of  up-to-date  surgical  instruments. 

Abbott  Alkaloidal  Co  had  a  line  of  granules  and  tablets 
containing  a  definite  quantity  of  pure  alkaloid,  glucoside.  or 
other  active  principles,  as  well  as  an  effervescent  salt  called 
"  Saline  Laxative."

Louis  Ritz  &  Co.  (Hamburg)  showed  Phytin  (a  phosphorus 
preparation),  Fortossan  (a  Phytin  milk-sugar  triturate  for 
children),  Quinine-phytin,  Salen  (a  salicylic-acid  ester  for 
rheumatism),  Isarol  (an  ichthyol  substitute),  and  other  pre- 
parations. 

Burnham  Soluble  Iodine  Co.  (Auburndale,  Mass.)  were 
showing  Burnham's  Soluble  Iodine  (for  internal  use)  in  liquid 
and  tablet  form.

Vial's  ether  valerianic,  ferrum  sanguinis, 
glycogen,  morrhual  creosote,  Vial's  syrup  of  the  polyformates, 
and  several  other  Chapoteaut  preparations. 

E.  B.  MEYROwrrz  (New  York)  had  an  exhibit  of  instruments 
and  apparatus  specially  employed  in  the  diagnosis,  treatment, 
and  surgery  of  the  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat.

Shellac  in  the  United  States. — Out  of  13,000  tons  of  shellac 
(including  button  lac)  shipped  fi'om  Calcutta  in  the  season  of 
1905-6,  6.000  tons  was  shipped  for  the  United  States.  A  large 
part  of  this  increase  over  the  American  purchases  of  previous 
years  is  attributed  to  the  use  of  shellac  in  the  manufacture  of 
gramophone-recoi'ds.  It  is  expected  that  free  alcohol  will 
next  year  also  promote  the  use  of  the  article  in  the  varnish, 
hat,  and  other  industries. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

The  Ulsit.r  Chemists,  Ltd. 
In  the  Dublin  Chancery  Division  on  September  4,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Gibson,  Mr.  Overend  (instructed  by  Messrs. 
C.  &  J.  Black,  solicitors,  Belfast)  applied  on  behalf  of  Mr. 
David  Boyd,  of  Donegal!  Square,  Belfast,  for  an  order 
granting  the  sanction  of  the  Court  to  his  claim  for  com- 
pensation against  the  liquidator  of  Ulster  Chemists,  Ltd., 
in  the  circumstances  reported  in  last  week's  issue,  p.  359. 
Counsel  understood  that  the  liquidator  considered  him 
entitled  to  the  compensation,  but,  as  other  parties  were 
interested,  Mr.  Boyd  was  obliged  to  apply  for  the  order. 
The  applicant's  salary  was  to  be  175/.  per  annum  and  com- 
mission. His  Lordship  adjourned  the  matter  till  next 
sittings. 

Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd. 
The  case  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  v.  Scale  again  came  up  on 
Wednesday,  September  5,  before  Mr.  Justice  Sutton.  On 
August  9  application  was  made  by  the  plaintiff  company, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Buckley,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendant,  until  judgment  or  further  order,  from  carry- 
ing on  the  business  of  complexion  specialist  under  the  name 
of  "  Pomeroy  "  or  any  style  of  which  "  Pomeroy  "  formed  a 
part.  In  1896  Mrs.  Jeannette  S.  Scale  carried  on  business 
as  a  hygienic  complexion  specialist  at  29  Old  Bond  Street 
under  the  name  of  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  In  September  the  same 
year  Mrs.  Pomeroy,  Ltd.,  was  registered  to  buy  the  business, 
Mrs.  Scale  being  the  manager.  In  May  last  an  extra- 
ordinary resolution  being  passed  to  wind  up  Mrs.  Pomeroy, 
Ltd.  (No.  1),  in  July  the  plaintiff  company  was  incor- 
porated. Mrs.  Pomeroy  then  advertised  that  she  was  no 
longer  with  the  company  and  that  her  business  address  would 
be  33  Old  Bond  Street.  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  refused  the 
application,  though  he  then  remarked  that  he  would  not  say 
that  there  were  not  serious  questions  which  would  have  to  be 
discussed  at  the  trial. — Plaintiffs  now  urged  that  they  were 
in  a  position  to  prove  the  deed  by  which  they  alleged  that 
Mrs.  Pomeroy  had  assigned  her  right  to  carry  on  business 
in  her  own  name,  and  Mr.  Bramwell  Davis,  K.C.,  who 
appeared  on  their  behalf,  informed  his  Lordship  that  Mr. 
Justice  Buckley,  when  the  case  was  before  him,  said  that 
if  they  could  prove  that  deed  they  might  bring  the  matter 
before  the  Vacation  Judge. — Mr.  Mulligan.  K.C.,  for  the 
defendant,  said  that  plaintiffs  sought  to  represent  that  Mrs. 
Pomeroy  was  carrying  on  plaintiffs'  business,  but,  so  far 
from  that  being  the  case,  she  wished  to  dissociate  herself 
from  it  and  to  have  an  opportunity  of  contradicting  plain- 
tiffs' statements. — The  case  was  further  adjourned  till  Mon- 
day for  more  affidavits  to  be  filed. 


City  Court  Case. 

CARBOLic-rowDER  Disrura. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Wednesday,  September  5, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  Messrs.  Pate,  Burke  &  Co., 
6  W^ool  Exchange,  Basinghall  Street,  E.C.,  sought  to  recover 
the  return  of  91.  18s.,  which  they  said  had  been  paid  by 
mistake  to  the  defendants,  Messrs.  George  Armstrong  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Cumberland  Oil  Mills,  Isle  of  Dogs.  Mr. 
Wright,  plaintiffs'  counsel,  said  that  at  one  time  plaintiffs 
owed  the  defendants  33/.  14.s.  Ad.  for  carbolic-powder 
supplied.  The  plaintiffs  paid  that  under  legal  proceed- 
ings, but  they  did  not  discover  until  recently  that  they  had 
paid  too  much.  There  had  been  a  substantial  error,  and 
the  plaintiffs  now  asked  the  Court  to  rectify  it.  Mr. 
Holloway,  defendants'  counsel,  said  that  in  January,  1904, 
the  plaintiffs  owed  the  defendants  33/.,  which  included  the 
items  now  sought  to  be  brought  into  question.  An  action 
was  brought  in  that  Court,  and  judgment  recovered  by 
consent  in  the  usual  way.  After  waiting  18  months  the 
money  was  paid  by  instalments.  There  the  matter  ended. 
The  Court  had  no  power  to  re-open  the  affair,  which  was 
res  judiccia.  No  mistake  whatever  was  made.  To  this 
Mr.  Wright  replied  that  the  defendants  had  made  an 
obvious  error  in  charging  14.s.  per  doz. ,  instead  of  Us.  per 
gross,  for  12  doz.  6d.  size  tins  of  carbolic-powder.  They 


had  charged  15.s.  per  doz.,  instead  of  per  gross,  for  l.s.  size. 
Messrs.  R.  H.  P.  Tuson,  disinfectant  manufacturer,  and 
Sydney  Bryant,  clerk,  gave  evidence  for  the  plaintiffs,  and 
Mr.  Edgar  Hyde,  managing  director  of  the  defendant  com- 
pany, followed  for  the  defence,  stating  that  14.s.  and  16?. 
per  doz.  was  most  reasonable,  having  regard  to  all  the 
circumstances.  The  plaintiffs  sent  them  250,000  tins  for 
carbolic-powder  to  be  put  into  them.  Mr.  Tuson,  re-called, 
said  that  the  powder  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  peat-dust, 
which  the  plaintiffs  supplied,  and  the  defendants  con- 
tributed turpentine,  resin,  and  carbolic-acid.  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  in  giving  judgment  for  defendants,  with 
costs,  said  there  might  have  been  a  mistake  on  the  pai't  of 
the  plaintiffs,  but  there  was  clearly  none  on  the  part  of  the 
defendants.  He  did  not  think  at  that  stage  it  would  be 
possible  to  re-open  the  case  at  all.  Unless  the  mistake  was 
mutual  it  could  not  be  set  aside.     He  gave  leave  to  appeal. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cream  of  Tart.ar. 
At  Stoke  (Staffs)  Police  Court  on  August  31,  Charles  Leigh, 
of  1  Bannerman  Street,  Higher  Broughton,  trading  as  the 
Comet  Chemical  Co.,  of  10  and  11  Victoria  Buildings,  Man- 
chester, was  summoned  for  selling  cream  of  tartar  adul- 
terated with  43  per  cent,  of  superphosphate  of  lime.  The 
defendant  did  not  appear,  the  summonses  being  answered 
by  Mr.  Isaac  Levin,  manager  of  the  limited  company  into 
which  Mr.  Leigh's  business  has  been  converted.  Mr. 
E.  W.  H.  Knight,  w'ho  prosecuted,  said  at  the  time  the 
stuff  was  supplied  the  defendant  was  the  sole  proprietor 
of  the  Comet  Chemical  Co.  A  baker  gave  an  order  to  Mr. 
Levin  for  1  cwt.  of  cream  of  tartar.  In  a  few  days  came 
an  invoice  for  "  one  keg  p.  cream  of  tartar,  vv-arranted  pure 
according  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act."  Subsequently 
there  was  delivered  a  keg,  on  the  label  of  which  there 
appeared  "112  C.T.,  98  per  cent."  The  baker  found  the 
stuff  unsatisfactory,  complained  to  the  inspector,  and  it  was 
analysed  by  Mr.  Jones,  of  W'olverhampton,  who  found  that 
it  contained  only  57  per  cent,  of  pure  cream  of  tartar,  the 
remainder  being  superphosphate  of  lime.  A  halfpenny  per 
lb.  would  be  a  good  price  for  superphosphate  of  lime — this 
stuff  was  supplied  at  3/.  IQs.  per  cwt.  Mr.  Wharton,  for 
the  defence,  said  he  was  instructed  to  say  that  the  defendant 
did  sell  this  as  cream  of  tartar,  but  that  the  term  98  per 
cent,  on  the  label  meant  98  per  cent,  strength — that  was, 
acidity.  Evidence  having  been  given  for  the  prosecution, 
Mr.  Isaac  Levin,  called  for  the  defence,  said  he  was  man- 
ager of  the  Comet  Chemical  Co.  at  the  time  of  the  trans- 
action. At  that  time  they  sold  cream  of  tartar.  They 
ceased  to  sell  it  about  the  end  of  the  following  month.  "  W^e 
don't  describe  it  as  pure  cream  of  tartar  now,"  said  the 
witness.  "  Our  business  now  is  the  sale  of  '  cream-powders.' 
They  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  raising  confectionery,  and 
instead  of  cream  of  tartar."  Mr.  Levin  said  these  powders 
were  healthier  and  better  than  cream  of  tartar. 

A  summons,  applying  to  the  same  transaction,  for  using  a 
false  trade  description  was  not  proceeded  with,  but  defend- 
ant was  afterwards  charged  with  selling  adulterated  cream 
of  tartar  to  another  customer.  In  this  case  Mr.  WTiarton 
said  the  goods  were  invoiced  to  the  purchaser  as  "  cream." 
by  which  his  clients  meant  "cream-powders."  They  had 
asked  the  purchaser  for  orders  for  cream-powders  ;  they  did 
not  solicit  an  order  for  cream  of  tartar,  which  they  had 
ceased  selling.  The  Stipendiary  (Mr.  Harold  Wright)  said 
tlie  cases  showed  fraud  to  which  it  was  impossible  to  have 
any  defence.  It  was  a  grosser  kind  of  robbery  because  done 
under  the  guise  of  an  honest  transaction.  There  would  be 
a  fine  of  20/.  and  costs  in  each  of  the  two  cases.  Defendant 
had  to  pay  63Z.  19s. 

Camphorated  Oil. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  before  Mr.  Fordham  on 
September  5,  Bertha  Rosen,  who  keeps  a  chemist's  shop  in 
Amherst  Road.  Hackney,  was  summoned  under  Section  6  of 
the  1875  Act  for  selling  camphorated  oil  deficient  in  camphor 
to  the  extent  of  69  per  cent.  Sixpennyworth  of  the  oil  was 
sold  on  June  27  to  a  girl  acting  for  an  inspector  by  Israel 
Rosen,  son  of  defendant,  who  remarked  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  that  the  oil  was  always  made  B.P.,  but  at  that  moment 
some  of  the  camphor  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  stock  bottl* 
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landissolved,  and  the  oil  would  be  stronger  next  day.  Israel, 
in  reply  to  the  Magistrate,  stated  that  he  is  not  a  qualified 
chemist,  nor  does  such  a  person  attend  the  shop,  although 
one  did  until  six  months  ago.  After  further  questioning  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  business  and  the  defendant's  admission 
that  she  did  not  know  what  to  say,  the  Magistrate  remarked  : 
It  is  a  most  dangerous  thing  to  carry  on  a  chemist's  shop 
without  a  qualified  chemist  being  in  attendance.  In  this 
case  there  was  not  half  the  amount  of  camphor  in  the  oil 
that  there  should  have  been,  and  therefore  practically  useless 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended.  A  fine  and 
12?.  6f/.  costs  was  imposed. 

Edward  Robinson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Morning  Lane, 
Hackney,  who  was  summoned  at  the  same  court  for  selling 
camphorated  oil  showing  a  camphor  deficiency  of  5  per 
cent.,  complained  that  the  Hackney  Borough  Council  had 
allowed  a  week  to  elapse  between  the  taking  of  the  sample 
and  the  analysis,  and  the  sample  being  transferred  from 
bottle  to  bottle  would  cause  an  evaporation  which  would 
make  it  extremely  difficult  to  state  exactly  how  matters 
stood.  Besides,  he  said,  he  had  very  frequently  to  open  his 
stock  bottle  to  sell  pennyworths  of  the  article,  which  would 
be  further  reason  for  evaporation.  He  thought  this  rather 
an  unfair  prosecution.  Mr.  Fordham  said  he  thought  there 
was  a  lot  in  what  the  defendant 'had  submitted.  The  sample 
had  been  kept  a  long  time,  and  there  were  means  of  evapora- 
tion for  which  the  defendant  should  not  be  held  liable. 
The  defendant  showed  the  third  part  of  the  sample  which 
had  been  left  with  him,  and  said  there  was  not  sufficient  to 
have  it  properly  analysed.  He  had  been  many  years  in 
business  without  complaint.  Mr.  Fordham  dismissed  the 
summons  with  105.  costs  for  the  defendant.

On  the  left  is  a  terrace  of  medicinal  specialities — viz., 
Dyspepsia-cure,  Horehound  Balsam,  and  Croup-remedy 
alternately,  with  cod-liver  oil  and  petroleum  emulsions  on 
the  sixth  row  (from  bottom)  and  medicated  wine  and  Sun 
Balm  at  the  top.  The  display  on  the  right  is  of  dental  and 
liair  preparations  (J.  D.  Hair-producing  Capsules  in  bottom 
TOW,  Maw's  tooth-pastes  on  the  fifth,  and  Odol,  etc.,  on  the 
sixth).  The  top  three  rows  are  devoted  to  perfumes  in 
bottles  and  cases,  eau  de  Cologne  predominating.  The 
centre  is  occupied  by  toilet-articles  chiefly — eg.,  puff  and 
soap  boxes,  lavender  and  catarrh  salts,  hazeline  prepara- 
tions, and  spray-producers.

Asarone  Derivatives  Szeki  ("  Berichte,'"  1906,  2119)  has 

prepared  several  derivatives  of  asarone,  the  solid  "camphor" 
of  the  oil  of  Asarum  europceuvi.  By  reduction  with  sodium 
and  alcohol  there  was  obtained  a  thick  very  aromatic  liquid 
having  the  formula  C,2H,,03  and  the  constitution  of  a  dihydro- 
asarone.  By  bromination  in  carbon-disulphide  solution, 
asarone  dibroinide,  C^HiBBrsOa,  was  formed.  It  is  a  yellowish- 
gold  ci-ystalline  product. 

The  Oil  of  Carllna  Acaulis.— Semniler  ("Jour,  de 
Pharm.  et  de  Chem.,"  1906,  179)  has  examined  the  essential 
oil  from  Carlina  acaulis.  It  had  a  sp.  gr.  1.0333  and  a  refrac- 
tive index  1.5696.  From  it  the  author  isolated- 12  to  15  per  oent^ 
of  a  sesquiterpene  termed  "  carlinene,"  boiling  at  139°  to  141" 
at  20  mm.,  and  having  a  sp.  gr.  0.873.  The  principal  con- 
stituent is  carline  oxide,  sp.  gr.  1.066,  boiling  at  168°  at  20  mm. 
It  appears  to  be  a  furfurol  derivative. 

Eucalyptus  Oils.— We  are  in  receipt  of  a  reprint  of  a  paper 
road  before  the  Royal  Society  of  New  South  Wales  (vol., 
xxxix.)  by  H.  G.  Smith,  entitled  "  The  Refractive  Indices, 
with  other  Data,  of  the  Oils  of  118  species  of  Eucalyptus."

Turkey  Rhubarb 

is  gradually  being  deprived  of  the  attrac- 
tions of  mystery  which  it  has  enjoyed  for  so  many  centuries, 
Hanbury  and  Fliickiger  wrote  in  "  Pharmacographia  '  in 
1879  :  "  No  competent  observer,  as  far  as  we  know,  has  jvci- 
ascertained  as  an  eye-witness  the  species  of  Ehevm  which 
affords  the  commercial  rhubarb."  Several  similar  allusions 
to  the  desirability  of  getting  this  problem  solved  occur  in 
Hanbury's  "  Science  Papers."  Eoyle  makes  the  same  point 
in  almost  identical  terms,  and  earlier  botanists  anticipated 
Eoyle.  The  interest  of  this  singular  lack  of  acquaintance 
with  the  source  of  perhaps  the  most  popular  of  historic 
drugs  is  heightened  by  the  reference,  quoted  by  Hanbury 
and  Fliickiger,  to  Marco  Polo,  who  mentions  that  he  saw 
it  growing  in  great  abundance  in  the  province  of  Tangut. 
That  was  in  the  thirteenth  century.  But  Marco  Polo  was 
lucky  in  living  at  just  the  epoch  when  through  the  conquests 
of  Jenghiz  Khan  the  interior  of  Cathay,  up  to  the  confines  of 
Tibet,  was  explorable.  Mr.  E.  H.  Wilson,  who  wrote  the 
interesting  article  on  Chinese  rhubarb  in  last  week's  C.  cL-  D., 
and  his  predecessor,  Dr.  Henry,  to  whom  he  refers,  are  now 
entitled  to  have  their  names  linked  with  that  of  Marco  Polo 
in  future  pharmacographic  records  of  rhubarb,  the  drug. 
Rhubarb  figures  in  drug-history 

Like  the  Nile 

in  the  world's  chronicles.  Its  regular  supply 
to  the  nations  of  the  earth  has  been  as  uninterrupted  as  the 
flow  of  the  great  river,  and  yet  for  ages  the  merchants  of 
the  West  had  no  true  idea  as  to  whence  it  came.  Probably 
the  majority  of  mankind  to-day  believe  it  to  be  a  product 
of  Turkey.  A  curious  little  piece  of  evidence  of  the  un- 
changing East  is  found  in  Mr.  Wilson's  article.  He  tells  us 
that  at  Cheng-tu  (where  a  large  quantity  of  the  rhubarb 
from  the  far  interior  arrives,  involving  certain  costs  and 
several  profits)  the  price  in  1904  was  equivalent  to  105.:!.  for  a 
picul  of  133  lb.  In  a  very  interesting  article  in  the  C.  ct-  D. 
of  August  21, 1897,  describing  the  Russian  rhubarb-monopoly 
of  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  it  is  staled  that 
the  price  at  that  time  paid  at  Kiachta  to  the  Tartar  mer- 
chants, who  brought  the  drug  from  the  south,  was 
equivalent  to  32«.  per  pood  of  35  lb.  This  would  indicate 
that,  probably,  no  matter  how  the  wholesale  druggist  and 
the  broker  and  the  Chinese  merchant  may  chaffer,  or  how 
the  markets  of  London  and  Hamburg  and  New  York  may 
be  influenced  by  supply  and  demand  or  other  circumstances, 
the  man  who  digs  the  root  gets  just  the  same  price  for  his 
rhubarb  as  did  his  ancestor  fifty  generations  removed. 

Is  our  Cold-cream 

a  lineal  descendant  of  the  "  ointment  of  the 
four  cold  seeds"  to  which  Dr.  Sal  vat  ore  Gulli  alludes  in 
the  C.  tt-  D.  of  last  week  ?  If  not,  what  is  the  origin  of  the 
adjective  in  the  title  of  the  well-known  emollient  ?  Cold- 
cream  is  no  pharmaceutical  chicken.  Murray  in  the  His- 
torical English  Dictionary  quotes  it  back  to  1709,  so  that  it 
must  have  originated  in  the  days  when  herbs  and  leaves  and 
seeds  were  classified  as  hot  and  cold,  moist  and  dry.  In 
the  days  to  which  I  refer  niunbers  had  virtues.  Besides 
the  four  cold  seeds  there  were  in  the  old  formularies  the  four 
pectoral  fruits,  dates,  figs,  jujubes,  and  currants ;  the  four 
dissolvant  seeds,  vetches,  beans,  peas,  and  lupins ;  there 
was  the  electuary  of  four  drugs,  Diatessaron,  composed  of 
gentian,  birthwort,  bayberries.  and  myrrh;  these,  with  any 
one  other  addition,  made  the  more  familiar  Diapente. 
Among  the  famous  fours  in  medicine  might  perhaps  be  in- 


cluded tlic  four  thieves'  vinegar.  Other  figures  also  had  their 
partisans.  There  were  the  Five  Capillary  Herb  j  and  the 
Five  Emollient  Herbs.  The  former  were  hartstongue, 
spleenwort,  and  the  three  maidenhairs,  and  the  latter  beet, 
mallow,  marshmallow,  French  mercury,  and  violet.  An 
unguentum  tripharmacum  is  to  be  found  in  the  London 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1746,  and  sulphate  of  potassium  was  known 
as  Sal  de  Duobus.  Against  all  this  poetry  of  arithmetic 
we  moderns  can  only  quote  the  wretched  "  all- fours  "  of  our 
manufacturing  district.s — a  compound  cordial  for  babies  in 
which  laudanum  is  the  principal  ingredient. 

The  Co  operators 

who  met  at  the  Crystal  Palace  last  week  with 
the  primary  purpose  of  assuring  each  other  of  their  undying 
respect  for  themselves  entertained,  besides,  the  subsidiary 
aim  of  capturing  London  for  the  cause.  From  the  days  of 
Robert  Owen  till  now,  says  the  "Co-operative  News,"  the 
establishment  of  the  system  in  London  has  been  the  dream 
of  social  reformers.  And  they  seem  to  be  still  dreaming. 
A  gentleman  styled  the  "  Managing  Secretary  of  ihe  Edmon- 
ton Co-operative  Society"  read  a  paper  at  the  Conference 
entitled  "  How  to  make  Co-operation  Succeed  in  London," 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  first  thing  to  do  is  to  break 
down  the  spirit  of  unneighbourliness  which  characterises  us. 
Advertising  in  'buses,  smarter  salesmen,  and  more  attractive 
shops  were  suggested  as  desiderata  by  some  of  the  speakers. 
A  contribution  of  100,000/.  from  the  Wholesale  Co-operative 
Society  was  proposed  by  one  rather  practical  gentleman. 
These  ladies  and  gentlemen,  with  one  or  two  members  of 
Parliament,  meeting  at  the  Crystal  Palace  to  discuss  the  art 
of  shopkeeping  cut  rather  a  comic  figure.  Might  it  not  occur 
to  them  that  if  the  shop  at  Edmonton  has  to  support  a 
"managing  secretary"  as  well  as  its  counter-hands  and 
errand-boys  the  dividends  will  have  to  be  provided  out  of 
enhanced  prices;  or  that  if  this  "managing  secretary"  is 
in  fact  himself  the  shopkeeper  it  would  be  to  the  interest 
of  the  business  so  to  describe  him,  and  to  direct  his  studies 
rather  to  cheese  and  bacon  than  to  such  abstract  rubbish  as 
the  effect  of  metropolitan  unneighbourliness  on  Robert 
Owen's  philosophy  ? 

Josiah  Wedgwood 

occupies  a  place  in  pharmacy  on  account  of 
the  mortars  which  bear  his  name.    The  story  of  his  life  and 
achievements,  and  of  the  services  he  rendered  to  English 
pottery,  has  often  been  told ;  but  cratefuls  of  his  experi- 
mental works,  and  bundles  of  his  old  letters  which  have 
recently  been  discovered  at  the  Etruria  factory  which  he 
established,  have  justified  a  supplementary  biography  which 
has  been  compiled  for  private  circulation  by  his  great-grand- 
daughter. Lady  Farrar.    Some  account  of  this  collection  and 
of  the  correspondence  was  published  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the   "Gentleman's   Magazine."      Particularly  interesting 
among  Wedgwood's  letters  to  his  partner,  Bentley,  are  allu- 
sions to  his  competitors.    When  Wedgwood-ware  became 
fashionable  the  rest  of  the  English  potters  devoted  their 
energies  largely  to  imitating  his  productions.    But  there 
were  grades  among  these  rivals.    Of  one  Wedgwood  writes  : 
"  I  like  the  man,  I  like  his  spirit.    He  will  not  be  a  mere 
snivelling  copyist  like  the  antagonists  I  have  hitherto  had, 
but  will  venture  to  step  out  of  the  lines  upon  occasion  and 
afford  us  some  diversion  in  the  combat."    Later,  in  1769. 
when  he  was  at  the  height  of  his  activity,  he  writes_  to 
Bentley  urging  him  not  to  mind  the  rivalry,  and  expressing 
his  own  desire  to  be  released  from  the  slavish  fear  of  having 
his  work  copied.    He  wants  to  give  up  all  anxiety  about 
protecting  their  rights,  and  asks,  "Dare  you  step  forth, 
my  dear  friend  and  associate,  and  share  the  risk  and  honour 
of  acting  on  these  enlarged  principles?"    They  did  step 
forth,  and  when  Wedgwood  died  in  1795  he  left  a  fortune 
of  half  a  million.

Tinctures  and  Spirits. 

Recurring  to  the  recently  issued  General  Orders  and 
regulations  respecting  the  exportation  of  tinctures  and  other 
alcoholic  preparations  under  drawback,  and  the  use  of  duty- 
free alcohol,  either  natural  or  denatured,  several  points  of 
novelty  deserve  discussion.  The  Revenue  Act  gives  power 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  to  permit  the 
exportation  of  tinctures,  etc.,  direct  from  the  premises  of  a 
licensed  rectifier  or  compounder  either  in  cask,  bottle,  or 
any  other  vessel.  In  the  new  regulations  the  Commissioners 
restrict  the  privilege  to  bottles,  canisters,  jars,  and  drums. 
Casks  are  not  mentioned.  Should  a  licensed  compounder 
desire  to  export  tinctures,  etc.,  in  cask,  he  can  do  so,  but 
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not  direct  from  his  premises.  The  cask  must  first  be  de- 
posited in  a  bonded  warehouse,  where  it  is  subject  to  ex- 
amination by  the  officer  in  charge.  Drawback  is  paid  while 
the  cask  is  in  warehouse — i.e.,  before  exportation — as  soon 
as  the  proof  strength  is  ascertained  ;  but  no  provisions  in 
the  regulations  exist  for  granting  the  3  per  cent,  waste 
allowance.  That  is  a  privilege  at  present  restricted  to  ex- 
portations  direct  in  bottle,  etc.,  although  the  Revenue  Act 
gives  the  Commissioners  power  to  grant  such  waste  allow- 
ance on  cask  goods  if  they  think  fit.  Another  point  is  the 
clean  sweep  made  of  all  restrictions  as  to  the  kind  of  vessels 
used  for  perfumes  or  perfumed  spirits  {i.e.,  toilet  vine- 
gars and  waters,  dentifrices,  hair-washes,  and  brilliantines). 
Formerly  these  spirits  could  only  be  sent  abroad  in  bottle. 
Later  on  the  use  of  metal  canisters  was  conceded,  but  the 
wicker-covered  bottles  or  jars  and  iron  containers  were 
tabooed.  These  restrictions  are  now  removed,  so  that  ex- 
porters can  study  the  requirements  of  their  customers 
abroad  by  using  the  containers  desired.  Another  welcome 
innovation  is  the  permission  to  remove  as  ship's  stores  any 
kind  of  tincture,  essence,  or  perfumed  spirit.  Here,  again, 
exporters  were  cramped  by  narrow  restrictions  which 
formerly  only  permitted  tinctures  or  medicinal  spirits  to 
squeeze  through  the  drawback  door  for  use  as  ship's  stores. 
Later  on  flavouring-essences  were  treated  like  tinctures,  but 
not  perfumed  spirits  and  cognate  goods.  This  anomaly 
was  pointed  out  in  The  Chemist  and  Dedggist  of  July  7, 
and  now,  thanks  to  Sir  Henry  Primrose,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Liland  Revenue,  the  injustice  is  removed  under  a 
provision  of  the  Revenue  Act,  and  all  persons  who  export 
tinctures,  etc.,  are  on  the  same  footing  in  this  respect. 
Exporters  on  drawback  are  aware  that  manufacturers  in 
bond  of  perfumed  spirits  and  the  various  toilet-requisites 
have  an  exclusive  privilege  in  being  allowed  to  export  from 
a  Customs  bonded  warehouse,  by  means  of  the  parcel-post. 
But  in  no  instance  can  a  licensed  compounder  send  out 
samples  and  claim  drawback  thereon.  Either  he  must 
sacrifice  his  drawback  or  not  send  his  samples.  True, 
samples  can  be  packed  separately  in  the  2-gallon  consign- 
ment, but  not  of  perfumed  spirits,  and  then  only  on  the 
express  condition  that  the  exporter  forgoes  his  drawback. 
This  is  a  small  matter,  but  the  manufacturer  who  works  in 
bond  certainly  gets  an  advantage  over  his  outside  com- 
petitor. One  sends  out  the  smallest  quantity,  pays  no 
licence-duty  or  stamp-duty  on  debentures,  has  no  trouble 
involved  in  claiming  drawback,  and  of  course  expends  no 
money  in  duty,  and  therefore  loses  no  interest  thereon.  The 
other  can  only  send  out  1  gallon,  must  pay  an  annual  ten- 
guinea  licence-duty,  and  stamp-duty  for  receiving  his  own 
money  back,  loses  interest  on  his  money  laid  out  in  duty, 
and  is  under  a  penalty  of  50/.  for  failure  to  comply  with 
the  regulations.  To  the  credit  of  the  Excise  officials,  they 
have  done,  and  are  doing,  everything  reasonable  to  smooth 
the  path  of  the  exporter  on  drawback ;  but  the  advantage 
will  from  the  nature  of  things  always  lie  with  the  manu- 
facturer in  bond. 

One  of  the  small  but  by  no  means  unimportant  clauses  in 
the  Revenue  Act  is  the  withdrawal  of  the  need  for  the 
manufacturing  chemist  to  pay  the  administrative  expenses 
involved  in  connection  with  the  denaturing  or  watching 
the  use  of  duty-free  spirit  on  the  manufacturing-premises. 
The  Finance  Act,  1902,  said  that  the  expenses  incurred  in 
placing  an  officer  in  charge  were  to  be  met  by  the  manu- 
facturer, and  in  consequence  those  expenses  ranged  annually 
from  501.  up  to  six  times  as  much.  Thanks  to  the  advocacy 
of  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee,  this  year's  Act 
exonerates  the  manufacturer  from  paying  these  expenses 
in  future,  but  not  from  any  special  attendances  made  to 
meet  the  convenience  of  the  trader.    This  abandonment  of 


claim  marks  a  new  departure  of  fiscal  principle  on  the  part  of 
the  Revenue  officials.  Formerly  it  was  a  general  rule  to 
make  the  merchants  pay  towards  the  salaries  of  the  officials, 
but  lately  the  principle  is  recognised  that  in  imposing  a 
duty  the  Crown  should  pay  the  salaries  of  its  staff  engaged 
in  collecting  and  safeguarding  that  duty.  In  1860  Mr. 
Gladstone  imposed  the  ^  per  cent,  warehousing  charge  in 
order  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  warehouse  officers'  salaries,  but 
in  1905  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  abolished  it.  In  the 
Customs  Department  especially  have  charges  for  official 
attendance  been  made,  but  lately  the  new  principle  of 
abolishing  these  extra  imposts  on  merchants  is  being 
applied.  Tea  exporters  have  recently  been  informed  that 
repacking  in  bond  will  not  be  done  at  their  expense  in 
future.  In  advocating  the  relief  of  manufacturing  chemists 
from  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  official  supervision,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  granting  the  rebate  on  the  alcohol,  it 
cannot  be  said  that  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee  acted 
with  a  niggard  hand.  The  principle  laid  down  by  them — 
viz.,  of  freeing  the  price  of  industrial  spirit  from  the  en- 
hancement due  to  the  indirect  influence  of  the  spirit-duties 
— has  only  been  partially  applied,  but,  having  once  taken 
the  plunge,  it  will  be  easier  for  the  next  Committee  to  finish 
what  the  Industrial  Alcohol  Committee  began,  by  granting 
the  rebate  on  the  mineralised  methylated  spirit  and  paying 
the  cost  of  methylation.  In  our  opinion,  the  fewer 
obstacles  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  use  of  industrial 
alcohol  the  better  for  trade  and  for  the  nation  at  large. 

In  a  passage  of  our  first  editorial  article  last  week  the 
word  "  duty-free  "  was  used  instead  of  "  duty-paid."  The 
sentence  was  near  the  bottom  of  the  first  column,  p.  367,  and 
corrected  reads  as  follows  : 

The  authorities  thus  appear  not  to  have  the  power  to  tax 
on  importation  such  articles  as  those  which  we  have  men- 
tioned, with  the  result  that  these  foreign  goods  are  com- 
peting seriously  with  home-made  articles  prepared  with 
duty-paid  spirit  (the  denatured  spirit  being  unsuitable). 

Another  slip  was  the  mention  of  Kynoch's  instead  of 
Nobel's  Explosives  Co. 

We  may  further  note  that  the  minimum  quantity  of 
methylated  spirits  which  methylators  may  send  out  to 
retailers  and  persons  authorised  to  receive  it  is  5  gals.  The 
10  gals,  referred  to  last  week  is  the  minimum  for  export. 


Secret  Medicines. 

There  is  little  doubt  about  the  fact  that  people  are  accus- 
tomed to  dose  themselves  more  than  is  good  for  them,  and 
that  some  nostrums  and  heal-alls  are  a  public  danger  either 
because  they  do  not  what  is  promised  or  expected,  or  do 
what  is  not  expected.  None  are  so  well  aware  of  the  evil 
and  the  good  in  the  proprietary-medicine  business  as  are 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  they  are  most  sympathetic  to 
any  feasible  and  reasonable  proposals  to  remove  abuses. 
Hitherto  reformers  have  failed  in  their  purpose  because  of 
their  exaggerated  notions  of  the  "evil"  and  the  lack  of 
facts  and  figures  to  prove  their  case.  The  public  has  seldom 
responded  to  their  alarms  or  appeals,  which  is  not  surprising 
when  one  notes  that  the  same  facts  are  dished  up  again 
and  again,  while  "expert"  writers  to  lay  journals  show 
either  unbridled  bias  or  crass  ignorance  of  their  subject. 
Early  this  year  Mr.  Octavius  C.  Beale,  an  Australian  manu- 
facturer of  pianos  and  sewing-machines,  the  father  of  a 
large  family,  who  was  one  of  the  prime  movers  in  getting  an 
inquiry  "  down  under"  as  to  the  evils  of  the  use  of  preven- 
tives and  abortefacients,  came  here  as  a  commissioner  to 
inquire  into  the  "  destruction  of  human  life  by  drugs  pre- 
pared and  sold  under  secret  formulae."  Mr.  Beale  started 
out  bitterly  opposed  to  secret  remedies,  and  his  bias  in- 
creased as  he  went  along.    Now  his  "report"  has  been 
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published  in  Australia,  and  is  reprinted  in  the  "Chemist 
and  Druggist  of  Australasia  "  for  August.  The  "  report  " 
is  really  a  letter  to  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone,  Home  Secre- 
tary, and  in  the  course  of  this  Mr.  Beale  quotes  from  the 
report  of  the  N.S.W.  Royal  Commission  on  Infant 
Mortality  the  declaration  that — 

It  is  usual  for  proprietary  drugs  to  be  advertised  and  sold 
under  deceptive  names.  Generally  the  name  of  a  harmless 
and  even  beneficial  natural  product,  such  as  Irish  moss, 
linseed,  cherries,  sarsaparilla,  aniseed,  black  currants,  hore- 
hound,  is  used  to  disguise  poisons  more  or  less  virulent — 
opium,  nux  vomica,  colchicum,  ergot  of  rye,  and  their  deadly 
concentrations,  alone  or  together  with  chloroform,  aconite, 
various  salts  of  arsenic,  mercury,  bromides  of  sodium  and 
potassium.  The  law  provides  no  check  restraining  any 
person,  company,  or  syndicate  from  preparing  and  packing 
these  articles,  or  any  or  all  of  them,  with  others  equally 
destructive,  and  advertising  them  as  proved  cures  for  all  the 
ills  of  mankind,  and  more  particularly  of  mothers  and 
children,  at  any  price  they  may  choose,  while  giving  a 
totally  false,  lying,  and  deceptive  label. 

Mr.  Beale  was  informed  by  the  officers  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  by  the  Secretary  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  that  this  "exactly  describes  the  condition  of 
the  law  and  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom."  He  then 
quotes  replies  he  received  from  Dr.  Fred.  J.  Smith,  of 
Harley  Street,  and  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson,  to  each  of  whom 
he  submitted  questions  (which  are  not  quoted).  It  will 
suffice  to  give  Sir  Thomas  Stevenson's  replies  : 

1.  I  am  not  a  physician  in  practice,  and  have  no  charge  of 
patients,  either  public  or  private.  From  my  general  know- 
ledge I  believe  that  the  consumption  of  proprietary  nostrums 
is  largely  increased  of  late  years. 

2.  This  question  is  too  vague  to  permit  me  to  answer  it. 

3.  In  my  belief  there  is  an  increased  use  of  nostrums  self- 
administered  by  women  with  the  view  of  preventing  concep- 
tion and  procuring  abortion.  The  practice  has  increased 
among  married  women. 

4.  There  is  widespread  injury  to  the  health  of  children  by 
the  indiscriminate  administration  of  narcotics,  but  whether 
the  effects  are  lasting  I  do  not  know. 

5.  There  is  loss  of  life  because  of  the  sale  of  narcotics  in- 
tended to  be  given  to  children,  but  "serious"  is  a  vague 
term.  The  proof  that  the  loss  of  life  in  proportion  to  the 
population  has  increased  is  not  clear. 

6.  I  do  not  approve  of  the  administration  of  proprietary 
narcotics  to  infants  at  all. 

7.  There  is  an  increase  of  late  of  the  use  of  synthetic  drugs 
whose  effect  is  to  interfere  with  the  normal  action  of  the 
heart.  Among  such  drugs  are  headache-powders  such  as 
acetanilide  (antifebrin),  which  is  very  potent.  I  have  known 
it  to  produce  injury  and  death. 

8.  I  am  of  opmion  that  the  cases  of  suffering  and  of  death 
are  much  moi-e  frequent  than  are  recorded  by  courts  or  by 
public  prints. 

Mr.  Beale  then  quotes  reports  of  two  inquests  in  England 
regarding  deaths  which  were  supposed  but  proved  not  to 
be  due  to  taking  pills  (C.  <£•  D..  January  13,  p.  39,  and 
May  5,  1906,  p.  679).  We  may  state,  by  the  way,  that  we 
sent  cuttings  of  the  reports  mentioned  to  Mr.  Beale,  at  his 
request,  and  ventured  to  include  one  of  a  death  from 
eucalyptus  oil  which  was  in  striking  contrast  to  the  others, 
for  in  the  latter  the  allegations  w'ere  disproved,  while  in  the 
former  there  was  a  death  from  an  admittedly  harmless 
medicine,  so  extensively  used  in  Australia  as  to  be  com- 
parable with  some  nostrums  from  which  no  death  is  ever 
reported.  How  can  the  different  classes  be  dealt  with? 
Mr.  Beale  does  not  mention  this  in  his  report,  but  he  wrote 
to  us  at  the  time  as  follows  : 

Eucalyptus  is  not  a  substance  having  such  strong  effect 
(eine  starkwirdende  substanz)  as  to  be  reasonably  designated 
a  poison.  A  case  was  reported  many  years  ago,  which 
reference  I  can  give,  of  a  young  woman  "  poisoning  "  herself 
with  table-salt ;  I  think  the  quantity  was  8  oz.  It  was  a 
fatal  case.  Camphor  is  destructive  in  comparatively  small 
doses.  A  barmaid  who  was,  I  believe,  in  full  health,  died  at 
Port  Melbourne,  some  years  ago,  after  swallowing  a  little 
mors  than  usual.  No  doubt  you  know  of  many  similar 
cases.  Eucalyptus  and  camphor  are  chemically,  I  under- 
stand, not  dissimilar. 


Further  in  his  letter  to  the  Home  Secretary  Mr.  Beale  men- 
tions the  evils  of  abortefacients,  "  secret  drugs  falsely  called 
'  patent  medicines,'  "  pills  containing  only  soap  and  copperas 
(for  necrosis),  plain  bottled  water  said  to  contain  electricity 
(for  epithelioma),  soothing-powders  and  socthing-syrups — 
a  somewhat  conventional  list.  There  is  a  vein  of  satire 
in  his  refei'ence  to  the  protection  of  cattle  and  swine  through 
the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  while  there  is  no 
check  on  the  sale  of  parallel  things  for  human  beings.  He 
suggests  that  the  reason  why  nothing  is  done  to  prevent  the 
evil  in  this  country  is  because  the  Government  gets  12^  per 
cent,  commission  on  "  48,000,000  bottles  and  boxes  contain- 
ing alleged  remedies,"  and  concludes  thus  : 

I  do  not  presume  to  offer  any  suggestion  as  to  what  should 
be  done  to  combat  an  evil  that  involves  a  greater  loss  of  life 
annually  in  this  realm  than  was  incurred  by  Great  Britain 
in  the  South  African  War.  But  the  following  words  uttered 
by  the  Governor-General  of  Canada,  Earl  Grey,  on 
February  13  last,  to  a  medical  audience  at  Montreal,  may  be 
acceptable  to  you : 

To  add  to  this,  recently  I  received  a  report  from  a  friend  ia 
Washington  showing-  that  thousands  of  children  died  every  year 
through  tliese  medicines,  and  the  tragedy  of  it  is  all  the  more 
intensified  because  the  stuff  is  administered  by  mothers  who  do  not 
know  the  effects  of  the  mixtures  they  are  giving  their  children. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  laws  should  be  made  that  it  would  be  re- 
quired to  show  what  patent  medicines  contained.  It  should  be  set 
down  that  all  drugs  containing  alcohol  and  narcotics  and  other 
patent  drugs  should  have  the  percentages  of  these  drugs  printed  on 
the  labels  of  bottles.  If  not,  the  shadow  of  the  undertaker  will 
mingle  with  that  of  the  medical  profession. 

His  Excellency's  suggestion  would  be  strenuously  resisted, 
but  it  would  be  of  some  effect,  although  not  nearly  so  great 
a  protection  as  that  fortunately  provided  in  the  case  of 
cattle  and  swine. 

In  abstracting  Mr.  Beale's  report  we  have  left  out  his  strong 
language  but  no  fact  of  importance ;  and  it  is  upon  facts 
that  inquiry  or  legislation  on  this  subject  must  be  based. 
He  started  out  with  preconceived  ideas  on  the  subject,  and 
an  open  mind — especially  for  anything  that  would  support 
his  ideas ;  but  it  is  evident  that  his  mission  has  failed  sig- 
nally. He  is  apparently  conscious  of  this,  for  he  abuses 
the  Revenue  authorities  and  manufacturers  as  anti- 
reformers.  Our  Government  Departments  have  frequently 
considered  the  matter,  at  the  suggestion  of  hosts  of  people, 
but  the  available  statistics  do  not  support  the  allegations. 
For  example,  we  may  take  deaths  from  narcotics.  Dr.  Fred. 
J.  Smith  says  : 

There  is  a  widespread  and  probably  lasting  injury  done 
to  infants  and  young  children  by  the  indiscriminate  use  of 
narcotics,  though  I  personally  hold  a  very  strong  opinion 
that  it  is  not  so  much  injury  as  death  which  is  inflicted  on 
them,  a  death  which  is  invariably  ascribed  to  some  other 
cause. 

Of  the  549,784  deaths  in  1904  registered  in  England  and 
Wales  505,006  were  certified  by  medical  practitioners,  and, 
if  Dr.  Smith's  "opinion"  is  sound,  we  must  assume  that 
the  narcotic  deaths  are  included  therein  and  ascribed  to 
other  causes,  for  inquests  were  held  in  35,898  cases.  These 
included  (apart  from  suicides)  exactly  seventy-nine  deaths 
from  narcotic  poisons  (persons  of  all  ages).  The  group  of 
uncertified  deaths  numbered  8,882,  and  deaths  from  nar- 
cotics and  secret  remedies  cannot  be  included  therein.  Upon 
what  facts,  then,  does  Dr.  Smith  base  his  assertion  ?  This 
is  a  matter  which  must  be  looked  at  dispassionately.  It  is 
one  in  which  the  reputation  of  English  medical  practi- 
tioners and  coroners  is  as  much  af  stake  as  that  of  the 
retailers  of  medicines,  although  this  is  generally  over- 
looked. It  is  not  a  question  merely  of  stamped  medicines, 
but  of  household  remedies  and  counter-specialities,  and 
the  case  to  be  proved  is  that  annually  as  many  people  die 
from  these  things  as  were  killed  during  the  South  African 
War. 

ACTIVITY  IN  AUSTRALIA. 
Since  the  foregoing  was  written  the  Australian  mail  of 
Tuesday  has  brought  the  intelligence  that  the  Federal 
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House  of  Representatives  has  passed  a  motion  which  is  sub- 
stantially intended  to  give  effect  to  Mr.  Beale's  views.  Sir 
William  Lyne,  the  responsible  Minister,  has,  as  we  have 
explained  on  several  occasions  during  the  past  few  months, 
been  preparing  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Commerce  Act, 
and  the  motion  above  referred  to  seems  to  be  an  endeavour 
to  force  his  hand.  Generally,  however,  there  is  at  the 
present  moment  considerable  agitation  on  this  question  in 
Australian  States,  and  under  the  Pure  Food  Act  efforts 
are  being  made  to  secure  control  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  and 
narcotic  medicines.  In  this  connection  see  our  issues  of 
August  18,  p.  294,  and  August  25,  p.  326.  The  pure  food 
regulations  therein  referred  to  apply  to  sales  in  Victoria, 
and  are  somewhat  fuller  than  the  regulations  proposed  by 
Sir  William  Lyne  under  the  Commerce  Act  as  applicable 
to  importations.    The  latter  provide  as  follows  : 

All  medicines  and  medicinal  preparations  imported  under 
cover  shall  have  on  each  covering  a  label  or  brand  showing 
the  nature  of  the  goods  contained  within  any  coverings, 
togethe.:  with  the  country  or  place  of  produce  or  manu- 
facture. Such  label  or  brand  shall  be  lettered  with  legible 
characters,  and  shall  be  aflixed  in  a  prominent  position  on 
each  covering.  In  cases  where  any  weight  or  quantity  is 
set  out  on  any  covering,  it  shall  be  stated  if  such  weight  is 
net  or  gross.    [''  Covering"  does  not  refer  to  packing.] 

In  cases  where  any  medicine  or  medicinal  preparation  for 
internal  or  external  use  contains  not  less  than  10  per  cent, 
of  ethyl  alcohol,  and  the  average  dose  recommended  for 
use  shall  be  greater  than  one  teaspoonful  (60  minims),  or 
when  any  such  article  contains  any  of  the  following  in- 
gredients— morphine,  cocaine,  heroin,  or  the  salts  or  deriva- 
tives of  the  same  or  any  of  them,  or  of  chloral  hydrate, 
belladonna,  cotton-root  ergot,  or  other  abortefacient — the 
description  shall  contain  an  intimation  to  that  effect. 

We  understand  that  these  regulations  were  to  have  been 
gazetted  in  July,  and  although  we  have  not  definite  infor- 
mation that  this  was  done.  Sir  William  Lyne's  remarks  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  indicate  that  they  will  be 
enforced.  In  that  event  the  regulations  will  not  be  brought 
into  operation  for  six  months  after  they  have  been  gazetted. 
It  will  already  have  been  observed  (see  above-quoted  issues) 
that  the  Victorian  Pure  Food  Act  regulations  to  a  similar 
effect  will  be  enforced  on  January  1,  1907.  Australian 
chemists  appear  to  be  indifferent  to  the  matter,  but  on  this 
side  there  is  already  trepidation  among  exporters,  chiefly 
because  some  will  require  special  labels  for  Australia. 


rower.  In  the  same  issue  Messrs.  Edward  Cook  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
contribute  a  pertinent  letter  to  the  discussion,  controvert- 
ing a  statement  from  a  critic  that  "  one  cannot  recollect  any 
reduction  [by  the  manufacturers]  on  account  of  the  lower 
cost  of  materials,  and  one  wonders  why  not."  Taking  one 
of  their  household  soaps  as  an  example,  Messrs.  Cook  com- 
pare the  price,  from  the  beginning  of  1901  down  to  the 
present  time,  with  the  Market  Letter  price  for  town  tallow 
during  that  period,  with  the  idea  of  showing  that  the  fluc- 
tuations of  the  Letter  have  been  followed  almost  more 
closely  downwards  during  the  period  cited  than  upwards. 
They  also  remind  the  trade  that  there  are  other  markets 
and  materials  which  have  almost  as  important  a  bearing  on 
the  soapmaker's  profits  as  the  tallow-market.  There  are 
materials  such  as  cotton  oil,  coconut  oil,  palm-kernel  oil,  and 
rosin  to  be  taken  into  account,  and  they  contend  that  the 
public  and  the  retailer  have  benefited  more  than  the  majority 
of  soapmakers  by  the  fluctuations  in  the  markets  for  raw 
materials.  There  are,  of  course,  two  sides  to  the  question, 
but  the  only  point  to  be  settled  so  far,  apparently,  is — ■ 
Whether  i^i  the  retailer  or  the  consumer  to  pay  for  the  rise? 


The  Price  of  Soap. 

The  anticipation  of  a  rise  in  the  cost  of  certain  proprietary 
soaps  is  not  viewed  with  equanimity  by  the  retail  trade.  The 
matter  scarcely  affects  retail  chemists  yet,  but  if  the  present 
rise  in  crude  materials  should  continue  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  the  soaps  handled  by  chemists  will  also  increase 
in  price.  Meanwhile  the  circular  issued  by  Messrs.  Lever 
Bros.,  Joseph  Crosfield  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  and  other  manufac- 
turers of  household  soaps  has  raised  a  hornets'  nest  in  the 
grocery-trade.  Retail  grocers  to  a  man,  one  might  say, 
object  to  having  their  profit  as  middlemen  still  further  cut 
down.  Why  not,  they  say,  make  the  consumer  pay,  if  there 
must  be  an  increase?  The  last  issue  of  the  "Grocer"  was 
filled  with  epistolary  and  editorial  protests  against  the 
action  of  the  manufacturers,  and  ]\Iessrs.  Lever,  Crosfield 
Wat  son,  Gossage,  and  others  are  treated  to  some  plain  talk. 
The  manufacturers  of  the  "  Sunlight "  specialities  are  singled 
out  for  the  greatest  opprobrium,  mainly,  it  would  seem, 
because  of  the  prize  schemes,  wrapper  schemes,  etc.,  which 
they  have  adopted  to  popularise  their  soaps  with  the  public, 
and  which,  the  retailer  contends,  are  carried  out  largely  at 
his  expense.  Chemists  know  enough  of  the  ruinous  prices 
at  which  some  proprietaries  have  to  be  handed  over  m  the 
drug-trade  to  appreciate  the  attitude  of  the  retail  grocer  m 
his  endeavour  to  prevent  the  soap-margin  becoming  still  nar-

Poor-law  Dispensers. 

Dispensers  to  Boards  of  Guardians  in  England  and 
Wales  have  long  felt  their  position  as  responsible  officers  to 
warrant  improvement,  especially  in  the  matter  of  remunera- 
tion. Some  years  ago  they  succeeded  in  getting  the 
maximum  salary  raised  to  180Z.  a  year  in  the  metropolis,  but 
it  is  felt  that  this  cannot  be  regarded  as  final.  The  officers  of 
the  Poor-law  Dispensers'  Association  have  been  moving  in 
the  matter,  and  through  the  good  offices  of  Mr.  Horatio 
Bottomley,  M.P.,  an  interview  was  arranged  between  the 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  Mr.  G.  B. 
Walker,  President,  and  Mr.  A.  Howell,  Treasurer  of  the 
Association.  As  a  result  of  this  interview  Mr.  Burns  has 
agreed  to  receive  a  memorial  from  the  dispensers  upon  the 
question  of  salaries  or  any  other  subject  pertaining  to 
the  office.  The  inquiry  by  the  Commission  on  the  whole 
matter  of  Poor-law  administration  makes  this  a  particu- 
larly favourable  time  for  consideration  of  the  Poor-law 
dispensers'  case,  and  we  hear  that  the  Association  is  to  call 
a  conference  of  them  early  in  October  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  matter  and  outlining  a  suitable  memorial 
to  the  President  of  the  L.G.B.  This  Conference  will  be 
open  to  all  who  hold  these  official  appointments  irrespective 
of  their  connection  with  associations  and  of  their  profes- 
sional qualification.  Mr.  A.  Howell,  of  the  Dalston  Dis- 
pensary, N.E.,  is  acting  as  Secretary  in  this  matter,  and 
communications  may  be  addressed  to  him. 


Methylated-spirit  Trade. 

There  are  in  the  United  Kingdom  about  17,500  retailers 
of  methylated  spirits,  of  whom  a  considerable  proportion  are 
retail  chemists.  On  and  after  October  1  these  retailers  in 
selling  methylated  spirits  must  keep  an  account  of  sales  in 
the  official  form  (C.  cD  D.,  September  1,  p.  372).  This  re- 
quires entries  of  the  date  of  sale,  the  name,  address  and 
occupation  of  the  person  to  whom  it  is  sold,  and  the  quantity 
sold.  The  form  also  provides  for  entries  of  requisition  and 
permit  in  replenishing  stock.  The  novelty,  it  will  be  ob- 
served, is  in  the  retailing  record — a  somewhat  onerous  duty 
in  respect  to  a  business  which  is  not  particularly  profitable, 
but  we  consider  that  chemists  are  the  retailers  who  are  most 
likely  to  meet  the  requirement  with  intelligence  and  to  tho 
satisfaction  of  the  Revenue  officers.  Whatever  the  object 
of  the  innovation  may  be,  it  is  obvious  that  it  is  quite  out  of 
harmony  with  the  conditions  of  modern  trade,  which  show 
such  small  profits  that  any  expense  incurred  by  additional 
clerical  labour  or  delay  in  transacting  business  is  apt  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  sale  of  the  commodities  involved,  since  the 
profits  are  too  small  to  compensate  for  the  trouble.  That  is 
likely  to  be  the  case  with  methylated  spirits,  and  it  would 
not  be  surprising  if  the  first  results  to  the  Eevenue  were  a 
decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  licensed  retailers.  Iron- 
mongers and  oilmen  are  not  the  sort  of  traders  who  take 
kindly  to  registers  of  sales,  so  here  should  be  the  chemist's 
opportunity. 

Pharmacology  r.  Therapeutics. 
Twenty-one  years  ago  Sir  T.  Lauder  Brunton  created  a 
sensation  in  medical  circles  by  the  publication  of  his  "  Text- 
book of  Pharmacology,  Therapeutics,  and  Materia  Medica," 
that  work  being  the  first  in  English  in  which  the  physiologi- 
cal action  of  drugs  was  adequately  studied.  The  importance 
of  this  study  and  its  relation  to  therapeutic  action  was  then 
enjoined,  but  the  distinguished  author  did  not  forget  that 
medical  practitioners  chiefly  want  to  know  the  therapeutics. 
Were  we  permitted  to  contrast  pharmacology  and  thera- 
peutics, we  would  say  that  the  former  is  theoretical  medica- 
tion and  the  latter  drug  treatment  by  experience.  Thera- 
peutics is  too  old  a  practice  to  die  out  in  a  few  generations, 
but  during  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  great 
advance  in  pharmacology,  and  this  week  we  have  brought  to 
our  notice  a  manual  on  the  subject  by  an  author  who  is  well 
known  to  many  in  pharmacy — Dr.  W.  E.  Dixon,  of  Cam- 
bridge. "Advance"  is  marked  in  it  by  the  exclusion  of 
therapeutics,  at  least  he  tells  us  that  the  therapeutics  in  it 
"  are  only  such  as  serve  to  illustrate  the  pharmacology." 
Nor  is  it  a  text-book  on  materia  medica.  Dr.  Dixon,  in  fact, 
pours  mild  scorn  on  our  ideas  of  materia  medica  for  medical 
men.  He  says  : 

The  duty  of  collecting  [drugs],  making  preparations,  and 
standardising  remedies  has  long  since  been  handed  over  to 
the  druggist,  and  now  it  is  of  little  more  importance  for  the 
student  to  bo  able  to  recognise  a  Calabar  bean,  because  he 
happens  to  use  physostigmine,  than  for  him  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  art  of  printing  because  he  reads.  Nor  do  I  con- 
sider it  desirable  that  the  student  should  be  burdened  by 
committing  to  memory  the  composition  of  pharmacopoeia! 
preparations,  .  .  .  facts  forgotten  as  soon  as  the  examina- 
tion for  which  they  are  crammed  is  passed ;  they  serve  no 
educational  purpose,  and  their  formulae  are  readily 
accessible. 

In  dealing  with  remedies  Dr.  Dixon  employs  more  elabor- 
ately than  Sir  T.  Lauder  Brunton  sphygmographic  tracings 
and  anatomical  diagrams  to  illustrate  the  text.  The  book 
naturally  contains  much  chemical  matter,  and  therefore 
appeals  to  pharmacists,  who  will  find  in  it  much  else  that 
bears  upon  their  occupation. 

The  Red  Cross  as  a  Trade-marlt. 

We  are  not  aware  that  any  attempt  has  been  made  in 
this  country  by  any  trader  to  claim  the  exclusive  right  to 
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the  use  of  the  red  oi-  Geneva  cross  as  a  trade-mark  for  any 
class  of  goods,  but  the  claim  has  been  put  forward  in  the 
United  States.  In  Great  Britain  the  red  cross  is  common 
property  in  trade,  at  least  to  the  extent  that  its  use  has 
not  been  interfered  with  by  the  Red  Cross  Society,  which 
has  the  best  claim  to  prior  right  of  usage,  as  it  was  founded 
in  1869.  We  mention  this  because  we  observe  that  a  trade 
claim  to  the  use  of  the  red  cross  has  arisen  in  the  United 
States,  and  it  ought  to  be  made  perfectly  clear  that  the  red 
cross  per  se  belongs  to  the  various  Governments  who  arc 
members  of  the  Geneva  Convention,  but  we  now  learn  that 
the  Convention  limits  the  use  of  the  cross  for  the  purpose 
of  trade  to  persons  or  corporations  which  acquired  the  right 
to  use  the  insignia  prior  to  1905.  This  decision  is  appar- 
ently to  be  enforced  in  the  United  States,  but  it  would  be 
interesting  to  know  how  any  trader  acquired  the  right 
before  1905.  If  there  was  any  -right  at  all  apart  from 
Governments  it  was  a  common  one.  We  learn  that  no  action 
is  contemplated  here.

THE  plant  from  which  these  leaves  are  obtained  is  an  ever- 
green shrub  largely  cultivated  in  this  country,  but  a 
native  of  Western  Asia. 

Megascopic  Characters. — The  leaf  (fig.  1,  a)  is  shortly 
petiolate,  thick  and  coriaceous,  oblong  or  almost  obovate  in 
outline,  with  a  recurved  apex  and  revolute,  distantly  serrate 
margin.  The  upper  surface  is  smooth  and  dark  green  in 
colour,  while  the  lower  surface 
is  much  paler.  The  midrib  is 
prominent,  especially  on  the 
under-surface,  and  gives  rise 
to  numerous  lateral  branches 
which  anastomose  near  the 
margin.  On  the  under-surface, 
near  the  midrib  and  towards 
the  base,  are  one  to  four  glan- 
dular depressions.  The  trans- 
verse section  (fig.  1,  b)  shows  a 
pale  arc  (of  xylem)  in  the  mid- 
rib, clearly  differentiated  from 
the  green  mesophyll. 

Microscopic  Characters. — If 
a  small  piece  of  the  epidermis 
be  peeled  off  by  means  of  a 
scalpel  and  examined  under  a 
microscope,  the  upper  epider- 
mis (fig.  2,  b)  will  be  found  to 
consist  of  thick-walled  poly- 
gonal cells  which  are  either 
straight-walled     or  slightly 
sinuate.    The  lower  epidermis 
(fig.    2,    c)    alone  possesses 
stomata,    the    guard-cells  of 
which  are  surrounded  by  four 
or     five     peristomatal  cells 
(peris,  c).      The  transverse 
section  (fig.  2,  a)  of  the  leaf 
shows  (1)  an  upper  epidermis 
(u.E.)    of  tabular  cells  with 
thickened  cuticle ;    (2)  meso-

consisting  of  rounded  or  oval 
cells;  (3)  a  lower  epidermis  (l.e.)  similar  to  the  upper, 
but  possessing  stomata  (stom.).  Scattered  throughout 
the  parenchyma  are  numerous  rosette  crystals  (ros.cr.) 
of  calcium  oxalate  and  a  few  prismatic  crystals  (pris.cr.). 
Beneath  the  upper  and  lower  epidermes  of  the 
biconvex  midrib  are  hypodermal  masses  of  collenchyma 
(coll.).  The  xylem  consists  of  a  concavo-convex  arc 
of  vessels  and  fibres  (xyl.)  separated  into  small  masses  by 


rays  of  parenchyma  [Med.B.].  On  the  under  (convex)  sur- 
face of  the  xylem  are  several  layers  of  small  cells — the 
phloem  (PHLC).  Beneath  this  are  isolated  groups  of  thick- 
walled  fibres,  constituting  the  pericycle.  These  pericyclic 
fibres  are  not  lignified.  Partly  or  entirely  filling  up  the  con- 
cave side  of  the  xylem  arc  is  a  mass  of  thick-walled  cells 
(t.w.c),  which  also  are  not  lignified.  Entirely  surrounding 
the  bundle  is  a  layer  of  large  parenchymatous  cells,  forming 
the  endodermis  (end.).  Above  and  below,  this  layer  is  often 
two  or  three  cells  in  thickness,  but  on  the  sides  this  is  rarely 
the  case.  Associated  with,  and  always  in  contact  with,  this 
layer  are  large  cells  {Med. it.)  separating  the  pericyclic  fibres 
into  masses  of  varying  size.   The  endodermis  is  easily  seen

(as  a  single  row  of  large  cells)  in  the  smallest  veins  of  the 
leaf — even  in  those  showing  no  differentiation  into  xylem 
and  phloem.  These  large  cells,  and  also  those  separating 
the  pericyclic  fibres,  contain  scarcely  any  chloroplasts,  but 
are  filled  with  finely  granular  material  of  a  proteid  nature. 
If  some  of  these  cells  are  isolated  by  dissection  and  mounted, 
some  in  a  solution  of  amygdalin  and  some  in  water,  the 
odour  of  benzaldehyde  and  hydrocyanic  acid  will  be  noted  in 
the  former,  but  not  in  the  latter,  showing  that  these  cells 
contain  emulsin  (the  hydrolytic  ferment),  but  no  glucoside 
(laurocerasin).  If  some  of  the  spongy  and  palisade  paren- 
chyma is  dissected  out  and  mounted,  some  in  water  and  some 
in  a  solution  of  emulsin,  the  odour  of  hydrocyanic  acid  and 
benzaldehyde  will  be  noticed  in  the  latter  mount  only, 
proving  the  absence  of  emulsin  and  the  presence  of  the 
glucoside  (laurocerasin)  in  the  spongy  and  palisade  paren- 
chyma. Micro-chemical  tests  to  show  the  presence  of  emul- 
sin are  somewhat  doubtful,  owing  to  the  presence  of  tannins, 
but  the  orange-red  colour  given  to  the  contents  of  the 
endodermal  cells  on  warming  a  section  in  Millon's  reagent 
[HgN03  +  Hg(N03)2+HN03]— a  colour  quite  distinct  from 
that  given  to  the  surrounding  parenchyma — seems  to  be  due 
to  the  presence  of  emulsin.  The  leaves  of  an  allied  plant — 
Cerasus  lusitanica — w'hich  contain  a  tannin  almost  identical 
with  that  of  the  cherry-laurel,  but  no  emulsin,  do  not  give 
the  orange-red  colour  with  Millon's  reagent. 

The  Petiole. — This  is  usually  grooved  on  the  upper  sur- 
face, and  frequently  twisted  on  its  axis  when  the  plant  has 
been  subjected  to  one-sided  illumination — e.g.,  when  grow- 
ing near  a  wall.  The  transverse  section  show^s  a  structure 
closely  resembling  the  midrib,  but  the  hypodermal  collen- 
chyma forms  a  complete  ring  beneath  the  epidermis,  and 
there  are  usually  three  fibre- vascular  bundles— a  large  central 
one  and  two  lateral  ones — the  whole  forming  rather  more 
than  a  semicircle.  Throughout  the  parenchyma  there  are,  as 
in  the  leaf,  numerous  rosette  crystals.

was  also  shipped,  as  against  153  tons  in  1904,  Great  Britain's 
share  being  35  per  cent.,  against  63  per  cent.  Other  exports 
included  3,512  cwt.  of  mercury  (1904,  3,875  cwt.  ;  G.B.'s  share 
50  per  cent.),  91,680  cwt.  of  olive  oil  (1904,  89,429  cwt. ;  G.B.'s 
share  26  per  cent.,  against  32  per  cent.),  and  1,361  cwt.  of 
beeswax  (1904,  2,110  cwt. ;  G.B.'s  share  33  per  cent.).

Von  Dr.  Paul  Cohn.  Wien,  1905  :  Alfred  Holder. 
This  is  the  sumptuously  produced  official  report  to  the 
Austrian  Minister  of  Commerce  by  Dr.  Cohn,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  International  Jury  at  the  St.  Louis  Exhibi- 
tion. It  comprises  a  thoughtful  and  reminiscent  introduc- 
tion wherein  the  author  comments  upon  the  entente  cordiale 
engendered  by  international  exhibitions,  and  after  con- 
trasting the  1900  Paris  one  with  that  of  St.  Louis,  and 
speaking  of  the  progress  of  chemical  industry,  he  refers 
generally  to  the  mineral  resources  of  the  United  States  and 
the  future  developments  in  the  industry  which  these 
promise.  He  then  deals  with  the  chemical  exhibits  in  five 
chapters,  and  it  is  again  to  be  observed  that  Great  Britain, 
most  unusually,  figures  prominently  in  each,  a  circumstance 
due  in  part  to  the  exceptional  energy  with  which  the  Com- 
mittee under  Sir  Boverton  Redwood  organised  a  representa- 
tion of  our  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products,  and  also 
in  part  to  the  comparative  abstention  of  Germany  from  this 
exhibition.  Dr.  Cohn  is  a  sympathetic  critic  and  a  careful 
observer,  whose  report  ought  to  be  useful  to  Austrian  manu- 
facturers, who  show  indications  of  asserting  themselves  more 
prominently  in  the  world's  commerce. 

The  Extra  Fharmacofoeia  of  Mariindale  and  Westcott. 
Revised  by  W.  Harrison  Martindale.  Ph.D.,  F.C.S., 
and  W.  Wynn  Westcott,  M.B.  Twelfth  edition. 
16mo.  Pp.  1077.  lO.s.  net.  London,  1905:  H.  K. 
Lewis. 

We  had  an  opportunity  in  our  Summer  Issue  of  scanning 
the  proof-sheets  of  this  new  edition,  and  now  that  the  com- 
pleted volume  is  before  us  in  its  neat  binding  and  red  edges 
there  still  is  something  to  be  said  in  commendation  of  it. 
In  the  first  place  it  may  be  observed  that  if  the  book  were 
printed  on  pages  the  size  of  the  "British  Pharmacopoeia" 
and  in  the  same  type  as  that  work  it  would  form  four 
volumes  like  the  B. P.,  if  not  six.  The  index  alone  extends 
to  112  pages,  and  we  calculate  that  there  are  at  least  10,000 
references  in  it,  doses  being  given  where  appropriate. 
Besides  containing  information  regarding  every  remedy  used 
at  the  present  day  by  physicians,  or  submitted  for  the  cure 
of  the  sick,  sections  of  the  book  are  devoted  to  mineral 
waters,  British  health  resorts,  analytical  memoranda 
(chemical,  microscopical,  and  bacteriological),  useful  equiva- 
lent data,  poisons  schedules,  and  much  other  valuable  re- 
ference matter  which  appeals  to  physicians  and  chemists. 
These  latter  observations  we  note  in  glancing  through  the 
"Contents"  page,  but  comparison  of  the  book  with  the 
last  edition  reveals  many  additions,  not  the  least  valuable 
being  the  chemical  formulae  and  atomic  weights  of  all  things 
chemical.  The  references  to  current  literature  are  also  im- 
mensely increased  and  up  to  date,  and  all  new  pharmaco- 
poeias are  epitomised.  The  book  contains  monographs  (con- 
cise but  explicit  and  informative)  on  such  subjects  as  radi- 
ology, and  the  information  as  to  treatment  is  remarkably 
complete  and  interesting.  Pharmacists  well  know  how  use- 
ful the  book  has  been  at  the  dispensing  counter,  and  on  this 
phase  we  need  only  say  that  the  twelfth  edition  is  much 
ahead  of  the  last.

Nysill.\  Postcards. 
I  am  trying  the  new  series  of  postcards  which  Mr.  J.  B. 
Allison,  photographic  chemist,  Eetford,  Notts,  has  intro- 
duced as  the  "  Nysilla  "  brand,  and  hope  to  say  more 
about  them  later.  Any  of  Mr.  Allison's  chemist-confreres 
can  get  a  packet  of  each  of  the  four  kinds  of  cards  from 
him  post  free  for  2-?.  (3■^■.  6d.  worth).  They  are  put  up  in  a 
way  that  should  make  them  sell,  and  I  daresay  there  are 
many  more  than  I  in  the  trade  who  like  to  encourage  one  of 
ourselves. 

Testing  for  Hypo  in  the  Film. 
As  is  well  known,  the  permanganates  of  the  alkali  metals 
react  very  rapidly  with  thiosulphates,  and  this  has  led 
photographers  to  use  potassium  permanganate  as  a  means  for 
testing  the  wash-water  from  plates  or  papers.  A  far  more 
delicate  test  for  hypo  is  made  by  dissolving  15  grains  of 
caustic  soda  in  15  ounces  of  water  and  adding  three  grains 
of  potassium  permanganate.  This  gives  a  purple  solution 
which  turns  green  with  a  very  slight  trace  of  hypo,  and  is 
rendered  colourless  when  the  hypo  is  present  in  any 
quantity. 

Developing  on  Holiday. 
That  fount  of  information  the  photographic  chemist  is 
constantly  being  asked  for  advice  on  the  subject  of  holiday 
developing.  Here  is  a  rather  ingenious  way,  which  I 
recently  saw  practised  in  an  hotel  bedroom,  of  getting  over 
perhaps  the  most  troublesome  part  of  the  process — the 
washing  after  fixation.  Into  the  ordinary  hand-basin  was 
poured  some  water  and  in  the  middle  of  the  water  was  stood 
the  drinking-tumbler  with  enough  water  in  it  to  keep  it 
from  floating.  The  plates,  which  had  already  had  a  slight 
rinse,  were  stood,  film  downwards,  in  the  basin  w'ith  one 
edge  resting  on  the  tumliler.  The  plates  were  allowed  to 
soak  in  this  manner  for  about  half  an  hour,  and  were  finally 
given  a  thorough  washing  at  home  after  the  holiday. 

A  Non-poisonous  Intensifier. 
The  following  formula  (from  "Apollo")    for  a  non- 
poisonous  intensifier  will  probably  be  of  use  to  chemists  who 
do  not  care  to  trust  some  of  their  customers  with  mercuric 
chloride  : 

No.  1. 

Potassium  forricyanide   5  grams 

Potassium  bromide    10  grams 

Water    250  c.c. 

No.  2. 

Sodium  sulphide    3  grams 

Water    250  c.c. 

The  negative  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the  No.  1  solution  for 
about  a  minute,  or  until  the  yellow  colour  has  disappeared, 
then  washed  in  funning  water  for  about  a  minute  and 
immersed  in  No.  2  solution.  This  process  gives  an  image 
of  brown  silver  sulphides  which  make  the  negative  denser 
owing  to  their  greater  opacity. 

Backing  for  Transparent  Positions. 
Every  photographer  recognises  the  advantage  of  backing 
the  plate  in  the  dark-slide  with  some  anti-halation  substance"^ 
but  it  is  curious  that  so  few  workers  use  a  backing  when 
making  lantern-slides  or  similar  transparencies.  The 
presence  of  some  light-absorbing  material  in  optical  contact 
with  the  lantern-plate  has  a  distinct  influence  on  the  purity 
and  vigour  of  the  image  produced,  whether  by  contact  oi  by 
reduction  in  the  camera.  The  following  method  of  pre- 
paring backing-sheets  for  this  particular  purpose  is  recom- 
mended by  M.  Fabre  in  the  current  issue  of  "  LTnformation 
Photographique  "  :  Ordinary  carbon  tissue  is  immer.sed  in 
glycerin  5j.,  water  Jij.  The  limp  sheet  thus  obtained  is 
used  damp,  and  is  rubbed  down  on  the  back  of  the  unex- 
posed plate  with  the  fingers  or  by  gentle  application  of  the 
flat  squeegee.  Immediately  after  exposure  the  backing-sheet 
is  peeled  off  and  is  ready  for  use  again.  Thus  one  sheet  may 
be  used  for  a  number  of  exposures.

By  A  Parched  Emissary. 


THE  sudden  spell  of  tropical  heat  which  lasted  from 
Friday  until  Tuesday  disorganised  business  in  the  City 
for  the  time  being.  Perspiring  plutocrats  in  scanty  summer 
attire  paced  furtively  along  the  shady  streets  or  sat  in 
their  offices,  until  the  heat  drove  those  who  could  afford  it 
away  back  to  the  seaside.  There  were  many  unfortunate 
business-men  left,  however,  who,  from  a  variety  of  circum- 
stances, were  perforce  compelled  to  make  a  semblance  of 
business,  and  to  such  as  these  the  greatest  problem  appeared 
to  be  the  assuagement  of  a  persistent  thirst.  The  question 
of  what  to  drink  so  that  one  could  keep  cool  was  pressing 
and  was  answered  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

I  am  somewhat  of  a  connoisseur  in  temperance  drinks,  so 
I  sallied  forth  one  day  to  investigate.  The  investigations 
were  not  conducted  in  premises  "  licensed  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Act,"  for  these  do  not  come  within  the  purview 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  even  if  my  conscientious 
scruples  had  allowed  such  a  step.  A  tour  of  some  of  the 
City  pharmacies  on  a  broiling  afternoon  with  the  tempera- 
ture in  the  neighbourhood  of  90°  sufficed  to  show  that 
the  chemists  in  the  City  at  least  were  alive  to  their  oppor- 
tunities, and  that  they  coped  with  the  universal  thirst  so 
far  as  was  humanly  possible. 

Beginning  in  Old  Broad  Street,  I  edged  my  way  past  a 
iine  of  stockbrokers,  clerks,  and  casual  passers-by  who  were 
ranged  up  in  front  of  the  counter  in  the  shop  of  Messrs. 
H.  Lamplough,  Ltd.  Every  man  was  imbibing  a  saline 
draught,  and  while  I  slowly  absorbed  mine,  I  watched  a  con- 
tinuous stream  come,  drink,  pay,  and  go.  Two  assistants 
and  a  boy  were  busy  behind  the  counter,  and  in  a  lull  be- 
tween two  "stirrings"  one  of  the  worried  assistants  in- 
formed me  that  they  had  dispensed  at  least  800  salines  up  to 
that  time  (4  p.m.),  and  there  were  yet  a  few  hours  to  go 
before  closing-time. 

Approaching  Mr.  Jesser's  shop  in  London  Wall,  I  noticed 
that  full  advantage  had  been  taken  of  the  sun's  opportuni- 
ties, for  painted  on  the  hanging  edges  of  the  shop-blind  (so 
that  no  wayfarer  could  fail  to  see)  was  the  fact  that  fruit 
drinks  (iced)  were  sold  at  2d.  each,  and  that  they  were 
made  with  water  drawn  direct  from  an  artesian  well  450 
feet  deep.  I  found  Mr.  Jesser  compounding  a  lemon  saline 
with  the  help  of  a  draught-arm  such  as  the  British  Aerators, 
Ltd.,  supply  for  counter  use. 

"  Will  you  allow  me  to  mix  you  a  genuine  cooler,  Mr. 
C.  dh  D.I"  said  he.  "I  will  give  you  one  of  my  special 
effervescent  quinines  that  will  keep  you  cool  for  the  rest 
of  the  day." 

Such  an  offer  was  not  to  be  refused,  so  a  milky  draught 
with  a  bitter  orange  flavour  was  absorbed,  and  it  proved 
grateful,  cooling,  and  comforting.  Mr.  Jesser  was  proud 
of  the  purity  and  coolness  of  his  special  artesian  well,  "  the 
only  one  in  London,"  he  assured  me,  and  he  showed  me  the 
ramifications  of  his  ice-packed  draught-arm,  with  water 
drawn  from  the  bowels  of  the  earth.  The  thirst-quencher 
problem  had  interrupted  his  regular  business  considerably, 
he  said,  but  he  did  not  appear  to  be  cast  down  by  the 
incident. 

At  Mr.  Plew's  shop  in  Moorgate  Street  the  harassed 
assistant  was  selling  mosquito-bite  lotions  and  American 
drinks  time  about.  A  soda  fountain  was  in  full  play,  and 
the  porter  who  was  in  attendance  was  hard  put  to  it  to 
supply  the  demand.  Although  the  fountain  bore  elegantly 
tableted  inscriptions  inviting  trial  of  "Bromide  tonic  bd. 
each,"  "  Galisaya  tonic  4t?.  each,"  "  Pick-me-up  Ge/.  each," 
and  "  Hypophosphite  tonic  4rf.  each,"  I  learned  in  the 
course  of  a  somewhat  disjointed  conversation  that  lemon 
and  orange  flavours  were  the  favourites. 

"  Have  you  been  busy?  "  I  inquired  mildly. 

"  Busy  ?  "  was  the  reply,  "  talk  about  dispensing  prescrip- 
tions all  day,  it  is  nothing  to  the  work  I  had  on  Monday 
supplying  iced  drinks.  I  sold  at  least  600  drinks  of  various 
kinds  that  day  between  9  a.m.  and  6.30  p.m.,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  day  I  fairly  ached  all  over." 

The  only  other  establishment  I  was  able  to  reach  was  the 
pharmacy  of  Mr.  M.  E.  Foster  in  Bishopsgate  Street 
Within.    There  a  large  soda-fountain  was  in  full  swing. 


and  heated  citizens  were  imbibing  slowly  and  with  relish 
lemon  sodas,  egg  phosphates,  raspberry  flavours,  and  so 
forth,  and  they  seemed  loth  to  leave.  In  the  course  of  a 
hurried  chat  with  the  principal,  I  gathered  that  the  supply 
of  liquid  carbonic  gas  had  only  been  kept  up  with  difiiculty 
and  by  much  telephoning. 

"  This  hot  spell  coming  at  the  end  of  the  season  is  a  bit 
of  a  nuisance,"  said  Mr.  Foster,  "  for  one  is  not  quite  pre- 
pared for  so  big  a  rush.  Now,  I  believe  in  the  soda-foun- 
tain trade  for  chemists,  provided  always  that  it  is  well  done. 
We  take  care  to  do  it  here  only  as  it  ought  to  be  done  by  the 
pharmacist.  We  use  always  the  best  materials — we  make 
all  our  own  fruit-flavours  from  the  fruit  direct — and  we  see 
that  the  mixing  of  the  drinks  is  as  it  ought  to  be." 

There  I  agreed,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  chemists 
generally  throughout  the  country  do  not  make  anything  like 
the  most  of  their  opportunities  in  the  matter  of  supplying 
well-made  drinks.  The  soda-fountain,  as  our  American 
confreres  have  shown  us,  has  great  possibilities,  and  it 
might  very  well  be  made  a  useful,  as  it  undoubtedly  is  a 
profitable,  adjunct  of  the  chemists'  business.  But  the  busi- 
ness must  be  conducted  with  as  much  care  and  striving 
after  perfection  as  any  department  of  pharmacy.  Educate 
the  public  into  going  to  the  chemist  for  their  temperance 
beverages,  and  there  seems  no  reason  why  the  soda-fountain 
in  appropriate  districts  should  not  be  a  recognised,  a 
popular,  and  a  profitable  institution. 

But  it  is  too  hot  to  write  more  ;  I  hanker  for  yet  another 
egg  phosphate.    Selah  !

FiFTT-TWO  Years  Ago.— The  following  extract  from  a 
Kentish  paper  dated  March  15,  1853,  is  reprinted  in  a  Dover 
paper : 

Chemistry  of  Food. — A  lecture  on  this  important  subject 
■vras  dolivored  at  the  Theatre,  Sandwich,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  jNlcchanics'  Institute,  and  before  a  largo  attendance  of 
the  gentry  and  inhabitants  of  the  town,  by  Mr.  Alexander 
Bottle,  of  Dover.    The  lecturer,  in  a  very  able,  interesting, 
and  instructive  manner,  explained  the  various  chemical  con- 
stituents of  food,  showing  which  wero  most  conducive  to 
general  health,  and  introduced  some  very  pleasing  experi- 
ments, which  called  forth  repeated  outbursts  of  applause. 
One  of  the  experiments  deserves  more  than  passing  notice  : 
it  was  a  cooking-apparatus  heated  by  gas.   A  leg  of  mutton 
was  roasted  and  dish  of  potatoes  boiled  during  the  lecture, 
of  which  several  of  the  audience  and  the  members  partook 
and  expressed  themselves  highly  pleased  with  the  invention. 
The  Mr.  Alexander  Bottle  referred  to  is,  of  course,  the  phar- 
maceutical chemist  and  ex-Councillor  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.    Mr.  Bottle,  who  is  still  a  Magistrate  and  a  director 
of  the  Dover  Gas  Company,  was  at  the  time  when  he  delivered 
the  lecture  engaged  in  business  as  a  chemist  in  Dover,  and 
the  gas  cooking-apparatus  with  which  he  made  his  domonstra 
tion  was  constructed  under  his  direction.

Cassia  Fistula. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Ridley,  director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens  of  the 
Straits  Settlements,  has  a  note  on  Cassia  fistula  m  a  recent 
issue  of  the  "Agricultural  Bulletin,"  in  which  ho  states  that 
the  Cassia  fisttda  tree  (often  known  as  the  Indian  laburnum) 
is  cultivated  in  Malacca  for  its  beautiful  blossoms.  The  fruit 
is  commonly  known  as  "pudding  pipe,"  and,  in  addition  to 
its  use  as  a  purgative,  the  Chinese  use  the  pulp  as  an  adulter- 
ant for  opium,  and  there  have  been  numerous  complaints  of 
this  adulteration. 

Java  Rubber. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Batavia  reports  that  considerable  attention 
has  been  given  to  the  cultivation  of  the  caoutchouc-producing 
trees  in  Java  during  the  past  few  years,  and  at  the  end  of 
March  1905  the  Netherlands  Indian  Government  had  9,626 
acres  planted  out  with  610,665  trees,  while  309,404  plants  wero 
at  that  time  being  tended  in  nurseries.  The  culture  of  these 
trees  would  appear,  says  the  Consul,  to  give  every  promise  of 
satisfactory  results,  as  it  is  reported  that  orders  have  been 
given  to  bring  a  much  larger  area  under  cultivation. 

Manganese  Ore. 

The  survey  of  the  known  manganese-ore  deposits  in  India 
recently  carried  out  by  the  geological  authorities  is  said  ta 
show  the  existence  of  ore  in  quantities  suflicient  to  meet  tho 
large  export-trade  in  the  richest  varieties  for  many  years  to 
come,  and  o£  practically  unlimited  quantities  of  lower  grade 
which  at  present  prices  would  not  pay  for  the  high  transport- 
charges  to  Europe  and  America.  In  the  course  of  the  survey 
valuable  data  are  said  to  have  been  obtained  with  regard  to 
the  geological  relationships  of  the  ore  bodies,  and  a  number  o£ 
new  varieties  of  minerals  wero  discovered. 

Indian  Mustard  Oil. 

The  progress  of  the  mustard-oil  industry  in  the  new  provinca 
of  Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  has  been  very  striking  recently, 
says  tho  "  Indian  Agriculturist."  New  mills  have  started  at 
Gauhati  and  Chandpur,  and  others  are  to  bo  erected  at 
Gauliati,  Chappermukhc,  and  Srimangal  on  tho  Assam- 
Bengal  Railway.  The  railway  company  have  reduced  rates 
for  mustard-seed,  to  encourage  the  industry,  and  tho  outlook 
is  considered  so  bright  that  in  a  short  time  at  least  the  wholo 
of  the  province  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Brahmaputra  river  will 
bo  self-supporting  in  regard  to  this  commodity,  and  consign- 
ments of  mustard  oil  from  Calcutta  will  become  a  thing  of  tho' 
past. 

Indian  Turpentine. 

During  1904-05  some  62,000  trees  were  tapped  in  tho  Naini 
Tal  Forest  division  of  tho  Himalayas,  and  they  yielded  4,259 
maunds  of  crude  rosin,  or  274  seers  per  tree,  6,128  gals,  of 
turpentine  and  3,318  maunds  of  colophony  were  manufactured 
at  a  cost  of  Rs.  14,300,  and  sold  for  Rs.  29,830.  The  buildings 
and  plant  required  are  not  of  an  expensive  kind,  and  the 
total  capital  expenditure  on  this  account  does  not  appear  to 
have  exceeded  Rs.  5,500.  Turpentine  fetches  Rs.  2.4  per  gal. 
delivered  at  Kathgodam,  and  colophony  Rs.  5-1-7  per  maund 
at  Cawnpore,  and  tho  demand  is  said  to  bo  larger  than  tho- 
supply.  To  quote  from  the  Forest  report,  from  which  these 
details  are  taken,  "the  industry  appears  to  be  an  assured 
success.  It  is  still,  however,  in  an  experimental  stage,  as  it 
has  not  yet  been  found  possible  to  como  to  any  decision  a» 
to  the  amount  of  injury  caused  to  trees  by  tappings,  the  loss 
of  weight  and  strength  in  tho  timber,  and  with  what  intensity 
the  tapping  should  bo  carried  out.  All  this  is  being  exam- 
ined and  data  being  carefully  collected." 

Dammar  Resins  from  the  Malay  States. 

Nine  samples  of  dammar  resins  produced  in  the  Federated 
Malay  States  wore  forwarded  to  the  Imperial  Institute  by  thee 
Conservator  of  Forests,  with  the  request  that  information 
might  be  supplied  as  regards  their  suitability  for  varnish- 
making  and  their  probable  commercial  value  in  this  country. 
A  full  description  of  each  sample  is  given  in  tho  current  issue 
of  tho  "  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  Institute,"  together  with 
the  results  of  the  chemical  examination,  which  showed  that 
the  resins  differed  considerably  in  chemical  composition  and 
properties.  All,  however,  were  partially  soluble  in  alcohol 
and  completely  soluble  in  turpentine  oil.  forming  fairly  light- 
coloured  varnishes,  and  would  therefore  be  classed  com- 
mercially as  dammars.  Commercial  experts  valued  tho 
samples  as  follows:  No.  1.  "clean  pale  yellow,"  bbs.  to  60s. 
per  cwt.  :  No.  2,  "  black,"  20,?.  ;  No.  3,  "  pale  drop,"  70.?.  : 
No.  4,  "black,"  15,?.;  No.  5,  "chalky,"  Ids.;  No.  6,  "bold 
pale."  60s.;  No.  7,  "green  like  Ceylon,"  35s.;  No.  8, 
"white."  35s.;  and  "chalky  inferior."  5j.  to  6s.  per  cwt. 
The  prices  quoted  for  the  better  qualities  compare  favour- 
ably with  those  obtained  for  Batavian  and  Singapore  de- 
scriptions.

In  fine 
chemicals  and  alkaloids  the  chief  change  has  been  a  further 
advance  in  codeine  and  salts.  German  refined  camphor 
is  also  dearer.  Morphine  is  firm,  and  quinine  is  a  shade 
easier  in  second-hands.  In  heavy  chemicals  hyposulphite 
of  soda  is  dearer  owing  to  scarcity.  Arsenic  is  firm  and 
may  advance,  and  benzols  are  dearer.  Among  crude  drugs 
and  seeds  areca  and  buchu  are  scarce.  Chamomiles  are 
advancing,  and  higher  prices  are  asked  for  cascara  sagrada 
for  shipment.  Cubebs  have  been  in  demand,  and  much 
higher  prices  are  now  asked  for  genuine  berries.  Russian 
cantharides  and  lycopodium  are  tending  easier.  Both 
East  Indian  and  Morocco  fenugreek  are  wanting  on 
the  spot.  Ipecac,  is  firm  but  quiet.  Socotrine  aloes 
has  been  in  demand.  Among  essential  oils  several  altera- 
tions have  taken  place.  Cubeb  oil  is  considerably  higher 
in  consequence  of  the  advance  in  berries.  Cumin  and 
croton  oils  are  also  dearer,  owing  to  shoi'tage  of  raw 
material.  Male-fern  extract  and  juniper-berry  oil  are 
cheaper.  All  descriptions  of  peppermint  are  firm,  with  a 
tendency  to  advance.

Mitcham  Essential  Oil  Ciops. 

Messrs.  Matthew  &  Hobbs  write  that  the  peppermint  stills 
in  the  various  districts  are  now  working  at  full  pressure,  both 
day  and  night,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for  a  fortnight  or 
more.  The  result  of  the  yield  can  now  be  accurately  esti- 
mated, and  it  is  certain  that  the  total  output  of  oil  from  the 
combined  districts  in  Surrey  will  not  exceed  half  that  usually 
available.  The  quality  this  year  is  excellent,  and  sales  have 
already  been  made  at  a  considerable  advance  above  last 
year's  values.  As  regards  lavender,  many  of  the  blooms 
have  been  bunched,  and  only  a  small  quantity  is  available  for 
distillation.  Old  oil  is  gradually  increasing  in  value. 
Chamomiles  being  in  small  supply  and  in  request  by  the 
Continent,  will  sell  at  full  rates. 

The  Salt  Combine. 

The  Northwich  correspondent  of  the  "Financial  Times" 
reports  that  the  combine  or  amalgamation  by  which  the  British 
salt  output,  distribution  and  prices  will  be  regulated  is  now 
accomplished.  It  has  been  registered  under  the  name  of  the 
North-Western  Salt  Company  (see  C.  <fc  D.,  September  1, 
p.  360),  the  capital  of  10,000/.  being  subscribed  by  the  salt 


manufacturers  themselves.  The  Salt  Union  and  practically 
every  outside  manufacturer  in  the  Kingdom  are  parties  to 
the  agreement.  Presumably  salt  will  be  distributed  from 
one  central  office.  Some  authorities  declare  that  the  arrange- 
ment will  be  of  enormous  advantage  to  both  the  Salt  Union 
and  the  outside  makers. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

(General  business  in  the  heavy  chemical  market  since  last 
writing  has  been  of  a  fairly  extensive  and  satisfactory 
nature.

The  high  prices  reached  at  the  end  of  last  week  stopped  busi- 
ness altogether,  and,  unless  consumers  respond  to  sellers'  high 
pretensions,  we  think  needy  dealers  will  have  to  make  con- 
cessions so  that  business  may  be  resumed  again.  The  arrivals 
in  Smyrna  to  date  amouiit  to  2,174  cases,  as  compared  with 
760  at  corresponding  date  last  year. 

Smyrna,  August  25.— The  activity  of  the  previous  week  has 
not  been  maintained,  and  although  the  market  is  quiet,  prices 
are  very  firm.  The  transactions  are  as  follows:  Four  cases 
choice  Karahissar  t.q.  at  the  equivalent  of  8«.  bd.,  three  cases 
current  Karahissar  t.q.  at  Is.  lid.,  and  three  cases  current  t.q. 
at  7s.  bd.,  and  seven  cases  of  low  testing  gum  at  from  6s.  to 
6s.  bd.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  terms.  Market  closes  firm.  The  arrivals 
in  Smyrna  amount  to  2,174  cases,  against  776  cases  at  the  same 
time  last  year. 

Phenacetin  is  quoted  at  from  2s.  M.  to  2s.  6d.  per  lb., 
according  to  quantity. 

Platinum  Chloride  has  advanced  considerably,  makers 
offering  at  21s.  9c/.  per  dozen  with  15-gr.  tubes.  Potassium 
chloroplatinite  has  also  been  advanced  to  25s.  2d.  net  per 
dozen  15-gr.  tubes. 

Quinine  remains  neglected  with  sellers  on  the  spot  from 
second  hands  at  l^d.  for  B.  and  S.  and/or  Brunswick 
sulphate;  Id.  has  been  refused. 

The  landings  during  August  amounted  to  12,992  oz.,  and  the 
dohveries  to  70,944  oz.,  making  the  stock  on  August  31 
3,132,992  oz.,  against  2,994,762  oz.  in  1905.  At  the  auction  of 
qumme  held  by  the  Amsterdam  quinine  works  on  August  30 
2,835  kilos,  of  Ph.G.  Ed.  II.  were  offered,  of  which 
1,5595  kilos,  were  sold  at  from  fl.  11.25  to  fl.  10.90,  or  an  avera^^e 
price  of  fl.  11.04,  against  fl.  11.75^  paid  at  the  previous  auc- 
tion. The  remaining  1,275J  kilos,  were  bought  in,  as  was 
30  cases  (850i  kilos.)  quinine  U.S.P.  1900,  and  8  cases 
(400  kilos.)  Ph.G.  IV,  The  next  auction  will  be  held  on  Sep- 
tember 20. 

Rhubaeb. — Several  parcels,  amounting  to  114  cases,  have 
come  to  hand  within  the  past  fortnight,  58  of  which  consist 
of  round  horny  High-dried. 

Sarsaparilla  is  selling  readily,  judging  from  the  rapidity 
with  which  the  stocks  leave  the  warehouses.  The  arrivals 
this  week  consist  of  11  bales  grey  Jamaica,  16  bales  red 
native,  and  9  of  Honduras,  all  of  good  quality. 

Shellac  is  very  firm,  and  a  good  spot  business  has  been 
done  on  several  days  this  week,  fair  T.N.  Orange  selling 
on  a  basis  of  from  219s.  to  220s.  per  cwt.,  and  for  fine  marks 
up  to  240s.  has  been  paid;  sales  of  A.C.  Garnet  have  been 
made  at  210s.    Buttons  have  also  been  dealt  in  at  full  prices. 

Soda  Hyposulphite. —One  of  the  principal  English 
manufacturing  firms  have  raised  their  price  to  8s.  per  cwt. 
owing  to  scarcity. 

Spices.— At  auction.  Ginger  was  quiet,  small  sales  of 
Jamaica  being  made  at  79s.  for  bold,  65s.  to  67s.  6c/.  for 
fair,  and  63s.  6c7.  for  dull  washed.  Washed  rough  Cochin 
was  bought  in  at  32s.,  good  Calicut  rough  at  35s.,  and  bold 
brown  ditto  at  40s.  per  cwt.  Good  limed  Japan  was  bought 
in  at  25s.  Fair  Tellicherry  Pepper  was  bought  in  at  b^d., 
and  30  bags  greyish  Ceylon  sold  at  5|c7.,  and  good  at  b{d. 
per  lb.  Fair  Singapore  on  the  spot  is  quoted  b^d.  privately, 
and  for  arrival  sellers  quote  Singapore  for  October- 
December  at  bid.,  c.i.f.,  and  January-March  5|c/.,  landed 
terms.  No  white  pepper  was  offered  at  auction,  and  pri- 
vately the  article  is  dull,  fair  Singapore  offering  at  1-^d. 
spot,  and  fair  Penang  at  6f|c/.  per  lb. ;  to  arrive  sellers  of 
Singapore  ask  6f|c?.,  c.i.f.,  with  buyers  at  6|c/.  Chillies 
quiet ;  Mombasa  and  Zanzibar  mixed  were  bought  in  at  20s., 
11  bags  mixed  Java  sold  at  16s.  6c/.,  and  eight  bales  Ceylon 


sold  at  19s.  6c/.  No  Pimento  was  offered,  and  privately 
fair  is  quoted  at  2f|c/.  per  lb.  Nutmegs  and  Mace  were 
both  quiet.  Zanzibar  Cloves  partly  sold  in  auction  at  7c/. 
to  7gc/.  per  lb.  for  ordinary  dark  to  greyish,  and  mixed 
dark  Amboyna  were  bought  in  at  10c/.  Privately  spot 
sales  have  been  made  at  7§c/.  ;  the  delivery  market  for 
Zanzibar  has  been  much  quieter,  and  prices  are  easier,  the 
sales  including  August-October  delivery  at  1-^nd.  to  7gc/., 
October-December  at  1  fgd.,  and  January-March  l\d.  ;  for 
arrival  October-December  shipment  has  been  sold  at  6|^c/. 
to  6f|c/.  to  7c/.,  and  December-February  6jfc/.,  c.i.f.,  d/w. 

Spermaceti. — Foreign  refined  is  ^d.  per  lb.  dearer  at 
Is.  3c/. 

Sulphur. — An  advice  from  Messina,  dated  August  31, 
states  that  the  "  Consorzio  Obbligatorio  "  is  now  in  working 
order,  but  some  time  will  elapse  before  the  many  interests 
are  adjusted,  as  nobody  sesms  content.  The  miners 
threaten  to  strike  for  an  increase  of  wages,  which  their 
employers  are  unable  to  grant,  as  they  only  receive  part 
payment  for  their  brimstone.  Caltanisetta  wishes  to  be 
the  headquarters  of  the  Consorzio  in  preference  to  Palermo, 
and  Catania  is  protesting  against  Girgenti  and  Licata 
claiming  equality  of  quotations.  Great  annoyance  and 
delay  is  being  caused  by  the  excessive  severity  shown  in 
controlling  the  transit  and  shipment  of  brimstone.  It  is 
probable  that  the  terms  of  the  agreement  in  reference  to 
exports  to  the  United  States  are  still  under  consideration, 
and  it  is  likely  that  Mr.  Frasch  will  stand  his  ground 
and  the  Consorzio  will  have  to  give  way.  Meanwhile  the 
Louisiana  people  are  sending  a  cargo  of  5,000  tons  to 
Marseilles — no  doubt  in  order  to  bring  pressure  to  bear 
on  the  Consorzio.  However,  supposing  the  agreement 
referred  to  is  concluded,  there  still  remains  the  question 
as  to  whether  it  will  be  valid  without  the  ratification  of  the 
U.S.  Government.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  Consorzio 
has  already  raised  its  quotations.  Up  to  now,  how- 
ever, it  has  been  possible  to  buy  from  outsiders  at  lower 
prices,  but  of  course  these  parcels  will  soon  be  exhausted. 

Tin  Oxide. — A  report  from  Germany  states  that  the 
price  fluctuations  have  been  very  inconvenient  for  the 
general  trade.  The  high  values  of  May  and  June  have 
fallen  rapidly,  but  during  the  past  few  weeks  quotations 
have  again  risen,  the  current  price  from  the  "  Centrale  " 
being  about  370m.  per  100  kilos. 

Wax,  Bees'. — Small  sales  of  wormy  Zanzibar  are  reported 
at  6/.  10s.  per  cwt.,  and  sales  of  Sierra  Leone  have  been 
made  in  Liverpool  at  from  6/.  10s.  to  6/.  12s.  6c/.  per  cwt. 

Wax,  Carnauba. — Small  sales  of  medium  quality  have 
been  made  in  Liverpool  at  170s.,  waxy  grey  at  160s.,  and 
fine  yellow  at  235s. 

Wax,  Japan. — Business  has  been  done  at  57s.  6c/.  spot.

Considering  the  above  deliveries  as  a  whole,  they  compare 
very  favourably  with  those  of  the  preceding  month;  in  fact, 
many  of  the  leading  staples  show  a  distinct  improvement  in 
consumptive  demand,  which  is  satisfactory  for  what  is  usuallv 
known  as  the  dullest  month  of  the  year.  The  increased 
deliveries  include  aloes,  arrowroot,  quinine,  beeswax,  cam- 
phor, dran-on's-blood,  galls,  benzoin,  olibanum,  tragacanth. 
jalap,  rhubarb,  and  senna.  On  the  other  hand,  "balsams," 
cinchona,  cardamoms,  calumba,  acacia,  and  ipecacuanha  show 
decreased  deliveries.  The  stock  of  aloes  is  the  lowest  for  at 
least  the  past  five  years,  and  compares  with  2,657  packages 
(apart  from  gourds)  in  1901.  "Balsams"  of  all  descriptions 
only  sell  slowly  with  moderate  stocks,  while  the  stock  of 
SH'Jonn.'^  138,240  oz.  more  than  in  August  1905,  being 
iVnA^'-?^^°^-  ^.Sainst  2.994,752  oz.,  but  compared  with  July 
1906  It  shows  a  shrinkage  of  practically  58,000  oz.— quite  in- 
suffacient  to  influence  the  market  one  way  or  the  other  It 
would  bo  interesting  to  have  similar  figures  of  the  Amsterdam 
stock  of  quinine.  Ihe  camphor  stocks  have  been  extremely 
low  throughout  the  year,  and  are  now  a  mere  fraction  of 
what  they  were,  say,  five  years  ago.    Calumba  is  plentiful  and 


cheap,  but  most  of  it  is  "  sorts,"  and  only  middling  at  that. 
Considering  the  heavy  stock  of  gamboge  (124  packages),  it  is 
wonderful  how  tho  price  is  maintained,  but  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  it  is  in  few  hands.  In  August  1904,  when  the  stock 
was  only  ten  packages,  17/.  10s.  was  paid  for  good  Siam  pipe, 
whereas  16/.  5s.  was  paid  last  week  for  fair  mixed  pipe  in 
quantity.  Barring  any  large  arrivals,  ipecac,  ought  to 
advance  as  the  winter  approaches,  as  the  stocks  are  very  small 
for  so  important  a  drug.  With  a  reduction  of  over  two 
thousand  cases  in  the  stock  of  shellac  (which  is  a  feature  of  the 
statistics)  and  good  deliveries,  the  recent  spurt  is  not  at  all 
surprising.  In  this  connection  the  following  stocks  of  previous 
years  are  worth  noting:  August  1905,  22,281;  1904,  25,807; 
1903,  18,777;  1902,  39,697;  and  1901,  38,201  cases.

Phenazone  or  Gelsemium. 
Sir, — In  the  early  'eighties,  when  Knorr's  antipyrin  came 
into  use,  I  gave  a  10-grain  dose  to  a  young  man  and  had 
results  almost  identical  with  those  described  by  "  Penfro  " 
(C.  db  D.,  Aug.  25).  I  was  alarmed  and  sent  him  to  a 
medical  man,  but  he  was  as  much  "at  sea"  as  myself. 
An  hour  or  two,  however,  set  our  minds  at  rest.  Since 
then  I  have  repeatedly  met  with  like  results — but  at  long 
intervals — and  never  feel  siirprised,  but  look  upon  it  much 
as  I  should  upon  a  case  of  the  peculiar  effect  of  ipecacuanha 
which  Christison  refers  to,  and  a  striking  case  of  which  I 
once  met.  Gelsemium  I  have  dispensed  for  over  forty  years, 
but  never  met  with  any  untoward  result.

Sir, — When  I  opened  the  C .  <£•  D.  to  look  for  some  more 
window-displays,  etc.,  and  saw  your  offer  of  21.  2s.  for  the 
best  showcard,  the  first  thought  which  flashed  across  my 
mind  was  "  Just  like  the  C .  <£•  D.  !  Right  up  to  date."  I 
thank  you,  Mr.  Editor,  in  anticipation.  With  reference  to 
Mr.  Stedman's  letter  on  ticket-writing,  I  assure  him  that  I 
never  supposed  professional  ticket-writers  would  divulge 
their  secrets,  but  I  imagined  that  there  would  be  some  of 
my  brethren  in  the  drug-trade  who  had  made  a  hobby  of 
ticket-writing  and  would  not  mind  passing  on  a  few  wrinkles 
to  their  less  gifted  confreres  for  indeed  it  is  a  gift.  I 
argue  that  a  window-display  should  pay  expenses  and  show 
a  profit.  Now,  if  I  employ  a  trade  ticket-writer  to  get  me 
up  some  twelve  or  eighteen  tickets,  one  for  each  group  of 
goods — say,  at  an  average  cost  of  Is.  per  ticket — where  will 
my  profit  come  in,  the  profit  for  which  I  have  toiled  to 
make  an  attractive  display  ?  My  thanks  to  Mr.  Burdett 
and  Mr.  Ashton.  To  my  friend  "A  Subscriber"  (135/44) 
I  might  mention  I  am  not  writing  under  a  nom-de-'phime, 
and  no  necessity  exists  for  him  to  hide  his  identity.  I  do 
not  object  to  be  criticised — in  fact,  I  positively  revel  in 
being  sat  upon.  I  think  he  is  right  to  some  extent,  but  an 
occasional  show  (Baby  Food,  etc.)  such  as  I  described  is 
useful,  as  it  catches  the  eye  of  the  youngsters  and  they 
are  splendid  trade  advertisers.  A  trader's  shop-window 
should  (to  be  ideal)  appeal  in  turn  to  every  class  and  every 
age — to  the  child,  to  the  aged,  to  the  scientific,  the  infirm, 
and,  above  all,  to  the  ladies,  who  are  the  chief  supporters 
of  the  chemist.  This  week  I  have  a  "  violet"  window,  all 
schemed  in  violet  and  yellow  ;  the  electric  glow-lamps  having 
"  reflectors"  of  crinkled  violet  paper,  and  the  large  central 
electric  lamp  above  buried  in  a  "ball"  of  violet  crinkled 
paper  tied  with  sage-green  ribbon  and  a  little  bunch  of 
violets.  The  goods  displayed  are  perfumes,  manicures, 
face  powders  and  papers,  puffs,  etc.,  and  other  aids  to 
eternal  youth.  The  effect  has  certainly  pleased  me  and 
resulted  satisfactorily.

SiE, — The  writer  of  the  entertaining  "  Notes  from  the 
Midlands  "  in  your  issue  of  September  1  refers  to  tincture 
of  olive-leaves  as  the  latest  fancy  of  the  popular  knight- 
physician  of  Birmingham.  Nothing  seems  to  come  amiss 
to  this  open-minded  practitioner.  Not  very  long  ago  he 
revived  an  old  herbal  favourite  in  the  shape  of  pilewort 
ointment  (ung.  ranunculi  ficarise).  Only  a  few  weeks  back 
a  prescription  of  his  found  its  way  to  Brighton  in  which 
he  ordered  tincture  of  coscinium  fenestratum — a  drug  which 
one  remembers  only  as  an  adulterant  of  calumba  !  And  now 
he  has  resuscitated  olea  europaea,  a  drug  which  in  modern 
times  has  been  used,  apparently  without  much  success, 
as  a  substitute  for  cinchona.  But  the  ancients  had  a  high 
opinion  of  it,  as  the  following  quotation  from  Pliny's 
Natural  History  will  show  : 

Next  after  the  vine,  there  is  not  a  tree  bearing  fruit  of  so 
great  authority  and  account  as  the  olive.  The  olive  leaves 
are  exceedingly  restringent,  good  to  cleanse,  good  also  to 
restraine  and  stop  any  flux.  Being  chewed  and  applied  to 
ulcers  they  heale  them.  Reduced  with  oil  into  a  liniment 
they  assuage  the  pain  of  the  head.  A  decoction  of  the 
leaves  together  with  honey  cureth  the  inflammation  of  the 
gumbs.  The  juice  of  the  leaves  is  singular  good  in  collyries 
or  eye  salves,  for  it  healeth  weeping  eies  that  have  run  with 
water  for  a  long  time.

Lime-water. 

Sir, — I  have  read  Mr.  Clark's  letter,  and  while  it  is 
interesting  from  a  scientific  point  of  view  it  does  not  help  us 
very  much,  since  the  method  adopted  by  him  is  rarely  met 
with  in  pharmacy.  The  careful  pharmacist  frequently  uses 
a  syphon,  and  in  such  cases  deterioration  of  lime-water  is 
practically  impossible.  My  remarks  were  not  intended  to 
refer  to  this  small  minority,  but  to  the  large  majority  who 
take  few  or  no  precautions  in  handling  the  preparation.  If 
his  figures  are  to  be  of  any  practical  value,  Mr.  Clark  must 
reproduce  the  conditions  as  they  are  found  in  an  ordinary- 
chemist's  shop.  I  have  never  in  my  life  heard  of  a  chemist 
who  used  a  pipette  when  he  was  selling  lime-water.  If  Mr. 
Clark  will  do  me  the  favour  of  again  reading  my  letter,  he 
will  see  that  I  asked  him  to  "  pour  oft "  so  much  at  a  time  ; 
not  to  withdraw  it  by  a  syphon  or  a  pipette.  The  distinc- 
tion is  very  obvious.  When  a  syphon  or  pipette  is  used 
the  bulk  of  the  lime-water  is  never  disturbed  :  it  remain.s 
stationary,  and  has  no  possible  chance  of  coming  in  contact 
with  the  CO,  of  the  air,  especially  since,  as  Mr.  Clark  has 
shown,  a  scum  forms  on  the  surface  of  the  liquid,  and,  re- 
maining there,  prevents  further  carbonation.  Mr.  Clark's 
later  figures  are,  in  fact,  just  what  one  would  naturally 
expect.  Yet  even  by  his  method  the  strength  fell  in  three 
days  as  much  as  2  per  cent.,  and  it  is  a  perfectly  reasonable 
assumption  that  with  ordinary  conditions  a  similar  fall 
would  go  on  continuously.  What  is  wanted  is  a  series  of 
estimations  of  lime-water  from  a  shop-round  every  alternate 
day  till  the  bottle  is  emptied,  the  lime-water  to  be  poured  off 
as  in  making  an  ordinary  sale.  Further,  in  order  to  dupli- 
cate as  far  as  possible  the  conditions  in  the  pharmacy,  the 
bottle  should  be  dusted  every  morning,  an  operation  which 
of  necessity  involves  a  considerable  amount  of  agitation  of 
the  liquid,  especially  if  the  dusting  is  done  in  the  manner 
usually  employed  by  the  average  'prentice  hand.  If  it  is 
not  taxing  Mr.  Clark's  patience  too  much,  would  he  please 
repeat  the  experiment  once  more?— and  if  he  does  not  fin'i 
a  considerable  difference  in  his  figures  I  shall  own  up  that 
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my  theory  is  not  tenable.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Clark's 
deductions  from  the  theoretical  amount  of  COj  in  the  atmo- 
sphere, I  am  quite  willing  to  accept  the  figures.  But  unless 
we  know  how  often  the  air  is  changed  during  the  period 
under  consideration,  these  figures  are  of  little  use.  Mr. 
Clark  says,  "  Some  diffusion  probably  takes  place  through 
the  pores  between  the  stopper  and  its  seal,  but  unless  the 
stopper  fits  very  badly  this  cannot  cause  much  deprecia- 
tion." One  source  of  the  trouble  is  just  that  usually  the 
lime-water  stopper  fits  very  badly.  No  matter  how 
accurately  it  is  ground,  after  a  week  or  two  the  deposit  of 
carbonate  on  the  stopper  and  neck  of  the  bottle  is  such  that 
the  stopper  becomes  quite  loose,  and  unless  the  bottle  and 
stopper  are  constantly  being  cleaned  by  hydrochloric  acid, 
which  in  the  pharmacies  I  am  referring  to  is  not  usually 
included  in  the  regular  routine,  diffusion  constantly  goes  on 
unchecked.  But  Mr.  Clark's  own  figures  knock  the  bottom 
out  of  his  argument,  for  even  with  his  own  presumably  well- 
fitting  stopper  on  which  no  carbonate  is  allowed  to  settle, 
see  what  has  happened.  Assuming  it  as  correct  that  the 
amount  of  CO,  in  10  litres  of  air  will  only  precipitate  less 
than  1  per  cent,  of  the  lime  present  in  a  litre  of  lime- 
water,  one  would  naturally  expect  a  somewhat  similar  pro- 
portion in  the  ideal  conditions  adopted  by  Mr.  Clark.  He 
shows,  however,  that  the  CO,  in  700  c.c.  of  air  was  sufficient 
to  precipitate  just  about  2  per  cent,  of  the  lime  in  600  c.c. 
of  lime-water.  In  other  words,  the  CO,  has  precipitated 
ten  times  more  lime  than  it  could  possibly  have  done  had 
there  been  no  diffusion.  Now,  if  we  could  conceive  that 
all  the  CO,  had  combined  with  the  lime,  it  would  follow 
that  the  entire  air  must  have  been  renewed  at  least  ten  times 
in  the  course  of  seventy-two  hours.  This  assumption  is,  how- 
ever, hardly  justified  :' probably  50  per  cent.of  the  CO, might 
go  into  combination,  and  in  that  even  it  follows  that  even 
with  Mr.  Clark's  care,  the  atmosphere  in  his  bottle  must 
have  been  changed  twenty  times.  If  such  a  result  happens  in 
his  case,  vyhat  ought  we  to  expect  when  we  are  dealing  with 
the  ill-fitting  stoppers  of  the  average  lime-water  shop-round, 
in  which  diffusion  is  a  perfectly  continuous  process  ?

He  starts  by  getting  things  clean;  then,  doubtless,  he  will 
make  cold-cream,  or  tr.  camph.  co.,  or  tr.  quin.  ammon.,  or 
syr.  simp.,  or  camphorated  chalk,  or  hiera  picra,  or  perhaps  a 
lot  of  "  things  he  has  never  done  before  "  while  with  "Boots." 
But  he  commences  right  at  the  foot  of  the  ladder,  being 
clean.  By-and-by,  he  may  be  trusted  to  make  a  suppo- 
sitory; possibly  he  may  be  successful  in  forming  a  plaster 
(with  luck) ;  at  any  rate,  he  must  be  right  to  commence  by 
being  clean.  But  I  don't  think  Boots  have  a  monopoly  of 
this  sort  of  thing.

We  have  a  cus- 
tomer who  regularly  buys  from  us  4  oz.  of  arsenic,  1  quart 
of  spirit  of  salt,  with  the  occasional  addition  of  a  pennyworth 
of  blue  vitriol  (part  of  which  only  is  used).  I  know  for  a  cer- 


tain fact  that  the  preparation  is  used  for  bronzing,  but  the 
customer  is  somewhat  reticent  as  to  the  method  of  using  it. 
I  have  had  no  experience  of  the  use  of  the  "  green  "  and  the 
sulphur  in  a  preparation  of  this  kind.  Might  I  suggest  that 
by  "green"  is  meant  verdigris?

Chemists  and  Cream  of  Tartar. 
Sir, — I  wonder  whether  the  Hanley  chemists  will  see  an 
important  move  on  the  chessboard  of  life  in  connection  with 
the  cream-of-tartar  matter?  It  will  be  observed  with  satis- 
faction that  under  certain  and  justifiable  circumstances  the 
public  analyst  of  the  county  of  Stafford  would  pass  the 
older  variety  of  cream  of  tartar,  unless  of  course  the  quality 
now  known  in  the  B.P.  as  purified  cream  of  tartar  is 
specially  asked  for.  This  cream-of-tartar  adulteration  and 
substitution  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  dealers,  for 
the  article  appears  to  be  very  prone  to  "  faking."  Not  so 
long  ago  rice  powder  was  found  in  some  that  had  been 
purchased,  the  seller  being  fined,  although  this  was  after- 
wards shown  to  be  an  accident.  The  addition  of  calcium 
sulphate  has  also  been  met  with,  and  even  traces  of  barium 
sulphate.  The  only  legitimate  impurities  are  calcium  tar- 
trate and  perhaps  traces  of  citrate  and  malate  of  calcium. 
In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  cheap  "  substitutes,"  and  the 
steady  growth  in  the  belief  that  these  are  cream  of  tartar, 
chemists  should  exert  their  special  knowledge  and  make  a 
leading  line  of  the  real  stuff.

[Without  the  ammonium  bromide  the  linetus  is  practically 
a  saturated  solution  of  codeine,  and  on  the  addition  of  the 
bromide  the  alkaloid  is  "salted  out."  The  prescriber  should 
Bubstituto  a  salt  of  codeine  {e.ff.,  phosphate)  for  the  pure 
alkaloid.]

Rhei  (138/23).— Porous  belladonna  plasters  are  a  Part  2 
poison,  and  may  not  be  retailed  by  an  unqualified  assisfant  in 
a  branch  shop  unless  the  sale  is  supervised  by  a  qualified 
person. 

Frank  (138/73).— Would  the  use  of  the  word  "surgery"  be 
illegal  in  describing  a  tooth-extracting  room?  This  is  an 
interesting  question,  the  reply  to  which  depends  greatly 
upon^the  interpretation  that  may  be  put  upon  the  word  "  sur- 
gery," and  the  qualifying  word  or  words  used  in  connection 
with  it.  Thus  if  it  could  be  proved  that  the  description  was 
used  in  such  a  way  as  to  imply  that  a  dental  surgeon  practised 
in  the  place,  it  would  be  an  offence  under  Section  3  of  the 
Dentists  Act  unless  the  user  comes  within  the  provisions  of 
Section  4.  In  our  opinion  the  following  statement  implies 
that  the  advertiser  is  "specially  qualified  to  practise  den- 
tistry" (which  is  an  offence  on  the  part  of  an  unregistered 
person) : 

A  visit  to  our  surgery  will  convince  you  that  we  know 
how  to  extract  teeth  with  the  least  amount  of  pain,  and  if 
our  latest  anesthetic  is  used  we  can  guarantee  the  process 
absolutely  painless.

Our  correspondent  asks  if  the  quantity  of  hydrarg.  perchlor. 
in  the  above  is  sufficient  to  make  a  satisfactory  lotion  for 
children's  heads  where  skin  is  not  broken  ?  The  lotion  should 
be  the  same  strength  as  liq.  hydrarg.  perchlor.,  B.P.  (i  gr. 
per  oz.),  but  amrnonium  chloride  should  be  omitted.  A  single 
drachm  of  glycerin  is  a  satisfactory  addition. 


Minor  Man  (139/30). — When  you  grow  a  little  older  you  may 
realise  that  the  wisdom  of  the  majority  of  our  readers  is  not 
embodied  in  yourself.  You  fall  into  the  error  of  thinking 
that  abuse  is  criticism. 

jSenj/a?  (139/32).— Toilet  Almond  Meal.— (1)  The  hydro- 
cyanic acid  developed  when  the  meal  is  mixed  with  water  is 
beneficial  to  the  skin,  and  it  is  undesirable,  in  consequence, 
to  do  as  you  propose.  (2)  The  precipitate  sometimes  found  in 
household  ammonia  is  lime  from  the  tap-water  used ;  the 
satiny  flocculence  is  salted-out  oleate  or  margarat-e. 

L.  D.  P.  (123/90). — We  can  return  your  MS.  if  you  require 
it.  It  is  unsuitable  for  publication,  the  opportunity  of  saying 
something  interesting  on  what  you  saw  having  been  wasted  on 
a  not  too  creditable  description  of  yourself  and  your  com- 
panions, and  what  you  ate  and  drank. 

W.  H.  R.  (134/64).— Lin.  Potassii  Iodidl— The  liquid  lini- 
ment devised  by  the  late  Professor  Tichborne  was  made  from 
oleic  acid  and  caustic  soda.  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones  has  simplified 
the  preparation,  and  gave  the  following  recipe  at  the  Sheffield 
meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  : 

Soft  soap   2  oz. 

Potassium  iodide   I5  oz. 

Glycerin   1  oz. 

Oil  of  lemon    1  dr. 

Alcohol  (60-per-cent.)   10  oz. 

Dissolve  the  soap,  preferably  by  a  gentle  heat,  in  the  mix- 
ture of  alcohol,  glycerin,  and  essential  oil ;  add  the  potassium 
iodide,  and  shake  until  dissolved.  Decant  or  filter,  if  neces- 
sary, after  standing  a  few  hours. 

Emulsion  (134/44). — Cheap  White  Oils. — Why  do  you  insist 
on  having  a  preparation  containing  liquor  plumbi,  liquor 
ammonise,  and  acetic  acid?  The  ammonia  decomposes  the 
lead  solution  and  neutralises  the  acetic  acid.  The  formula 
you  have  been  working  with  hits  the  happy  medium,  no 
doubt,  hence  your  success.  Old  cod-liver  oil  makes  a  good 
substitute  for  olive  oil.  Try  the  following  modification  of 
what  you  have  been  working  with  : 


Two  eggs. 

Vinegar    4  oz. 

Goulard's  solution   ...  1  oz. 

Mix  well. 

Old  cod-liver  oil    8  oz. 

Oil  of  turpentine    2  oz. 

Solution  of  ammonia      ...       ...  2oz. 

Methylated  spirit   2  oz. 

Oil  of  amber  ...       ...       ...       ...  1  oz. 


Mix  well,  then  add  the  egg  mixture  and  thoroughly  churn. 

C.  D.  (136/32). — Steel-welding  Powdeh. — The  method  to 
which  you  refer  is  that  devised  by  Dr.  Hans  Goldschmidt,  of 
Essen,  and  consists  of  aluminium  in  powder  and  iron  oxide 
with  a  little  barium  peroxide  and  magnesium  as  an  igniter. 
The  method  depends  upon  this  reaction  : 

This  reaction  conducted  in  a  crucible  provides  an  intensely 
hot  molten  mass  which  suffices  to  weld  together  two  pieces  of 
steel  brought  into  juxtaposition  and  suitably  pressed  together. 
The  mixture  of  powders  under  the  name  thermit,  in  various 
strengths  according  to  the  purposes  for  wliich  it  is  required,  is 
a  commercial  article.  We  can  supply  the  name  of  the  maker 
if  required.

(?.  P.  (135/2). — (1)  Cold-cream  Perfume. — The  quantity  of 
ol.  geranii  should  be  increased,  as  rose  should  be  the  pre- 
dominant odour  of  cold-cream.  (2)  Zinc-chloride  Solution. — • 
The  reason  why  the  "Art  of  Dispensing"  states  that  zinc- 
chloride  solution  should  not  be  cleared  with  acid  is  because  of 
the  difficulty  in  using  the  right  amount  of  acid.  If  the 
solution  is  left  in  an  acid  state,  the  lotion,  usually  applied  to 
internal  mucous  membrane,  is  sure  to  cause  additional  irrita- 
tion. The  plan  you  adopt,  of  allowing  the  solution  to  clear 
by  standing,  is  excellent.  No  rules  for  using  a  definite 
amount  of  acid  can  be  laid  down,  as  the  quantity  of  basic  salt 
present  varies  in  each  sample  of  zinc-chloride  and  increases 
with  age.
